THE DEAL IN SHORT RIBS. 


—_—»—— 
CHARLES WRIGHT’S INVESTMENT WILL 
LIKELY TURN OUT A PROFITABLE ONE. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—When the official stooks 
of provisions in store at this point are given 
out to-morrow the trade will be a little better 
able to say where it stands on tho rib deal. 
Charies Wright and a few of his infiuential 
friends were forced into taking a great many 
million pounds of short ribs a few weeks ago. 
Wright had invested heavily in this product just 
before the cholera scare, and when that came 
there was nothing for him to do to prevent a 
panic except to keepon buying and support 
the market until the scare passed over. In do- 


ing this he loaded up with 40,000,000 or 
50,000,000 pounds of short ribs, most of them 
being sold “ short” to him by local and outside 
packers in hope that he would have to give up 
and that there would follow enough of a de- 
cline to enable them to buy back at a profit. 

Wright sought and obtained the support of a 
few strong friends, and at the beginning of last 
month it became apparent that he was in a po- 
sition to squeeze the packers who had been try- 
ing to break him. Through the Cudahys and 
some others he has been shipping out the cash 
property as fast asit was delivered to him on 
the September contracta, and it is confidently 
expected that to-morrow’s figures will show a 
stock of less than 24,000,000 pounds of ribs, 
against 30,000,000 pounds a month ago. 

That means that Wright has about all the 
“regular” ribs in the market and that he will 
be able to put the price where he wants to. He 
has already advanced the October ribs from 
under 7 cents to over 10 cents a pound, and 15 
cents 1s wholly within the possibilities in the 
near future. He has apparently taken every 
precaution to prevent a fiasco. 

To protect himself against schemers who 
might desire to purchase the cash stuff that he 
is sending outand sbip it back to him on the 
October contracts, he mutilates each piece of 
the product sold for shipment, so as to wake it 
irregular for delivery under the rules of the 
poard, while in no way impairing its commer- 
clal value, The shipments of these mutilated 
sides have aggregated considerably over 1,000,- 
000 pounds a day for some time, and he is con- 
fident of his ability to carry the deal to a suc- 
cessful iesue. 

It is generally admitted tnat, aside from some 
of the local and outside packers, perhaps not 
more than half adozen firme in all, there are 
few shorts. The little local fellows and the 
small outside shorts havecomein. Armour has 
been mentioned as one of the persons who are 
to be squeezed by the combination, but it is 
said that Armour has all the ribs needed to 
meet his October contracts and a few over. 
The ribs are scarce. Scalpers were able to-day 
to scrape 50,000 pounds together by picking up 
odd lots,and this quantity wae sold to the 
clique. The price realized was $9.95 a hundred, 
while the trader who made it up paid $10.50 
for 12,000 pounds that he took to make up the 
round lot. Ifitshould turn out, when the fig- 
ures are made up to-morrow, that there are 
23,000,000 pounds of ribs in store, music of a 
lively character may be expected in the provis- 
ion pit of the Board of Trade.

NO INDICTMENTS EXPECTED. 


THE STRIKERS AT BUFFALO LIKELY 
TO ESCAPE PUNISHMENT. 


Burrawo, Sept. 30.—Several arrests were 
made during the recent railroad strike in Baf- 
falo of strikers or sympathizers accused of 
throwing switches, pulling pins, assaulting 
*“‘soabs,” and firing rocks at the troops. These 
cases have been before the Grand Jury this 
week, but the District Attorney may consider 


himself remarkably fortunate if, from the large 
number of cases submitted, he gets one or two 
indictments. 

A gentleman prominently associated with the 
prosecution of these cases said to-day: * The 
attempts to secure indictments against the 
strikers have practicaily failed. Not that I 
wish to cast the slightest reflection on the per- 
sonueil of the Grand Jury, or imputeto them the 
slightest improper motive in rendering their de- 
Cisions, but they view the acts of those who 
hindered the movement of trains from a etand- 
point quite different from that of the railway 
authorities. 

“I donot wieh to say that among the mem- 
bers of the present Grand Jury there are some 
or many who sympathized with the acts of vio- 
lence perpetrated by these men, but I do say 
that it will be hard to get an indictment against 
one of these strikers, and when the Grand Jury 
reports you will see how truel have come to 
the facts in the case. 

“From what I have seen in the Grand Jury 
room I have iormed the conelusion on my own 
hook that there will be no indictment against 
the etrikere. Still, this may be too sweeping, 
but I think not. Of course, the business trans- 
acted before the Grand Jury is secret, or I 
could establish my conclusions by 2 oting the 
grounds upon which they are formed.”

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| TWO QUESTIONS BEFORE GLAD- 
STONE’S CABINET COUNCIL. 


DEMANDS OF EVICTED IRISH TEN- 
ANTS FOR RELIEF—WHAT THE CAB- 
INET APPROVES—THE EVACUATION 
OF UGANDA. 


LONDON, Sept. 30.—Another Cabinet council 
was held to-day. Upon the conclusion of the 
Ministers’ deliberations Mr. Gladstone left 
Downing Street and started for Hawarden, 
where he will remain until the end of October. 

The Irish eviction question and the evacua- 
tion of Uganda were the main matters discussed 
at yesterday’s and to-day’s Cabinet councils. A 
decision concerning Uganda was postponed be- 
cause of the more urgent necessity for a solu- 
tion of the difficulty in the way of affording re- 
lief for the evicted tenants in Ireland. 

Mr. John Morley, Chief Secretary for # sland, 
is understood to have advised a ter, porary 
grant of money, on the ground that the com- 
mission to examine into the evictions cannot 


complete its inquiry intiime to prepare a bill to 
be introduced at the opening of Parliament. 
He also advanced in support of a grant that 
while the commission was deliberating the 
evicted tenants would suffer. 

The Irish Evicted Tenants’ Association asks 
in the interim a grant of £250,000. The Minis- 
ters are inclined to concede a motety of the 
evicted tenants’ demands, but refuse to sanc- 
tion immediately any portion of the proposed 
grant. 

Lord Rosebery, Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, has written to the East Africa Company 
that the Government agrees to the evacuation 
of Uganda by the company, but that, in order to 
avoid the dangers that would arise from action, 
the Government was willing to give the com- 
pany pecuniary assistance in order that it might 
prolong the occupation for three months. The 
responsibility forthe measures of evacuation, 
however, would entirely rest with the company, 
and the Government would not undertake any 
liabilities incurred by the company either in 
Uganda or in sttrrounding territories. 

The elevation of Mr, Cyril Flewer to the peer- 
age caused a vacancy in the Houge of Commons, 
he having represented South dfordshire in 
Parliament. The new election was held yester- 
day and Samuel Howard Whitbread (Gladsto- 
nian) received 4,828 votes, against 4,396 for Col. 
Duke, (Liberal Unionist.) The former Glad- 
stonian majority was reduced by 587 votes. 

LONDON, Oct. 1.—The Chronicle says: “It is 
rumored that the Cabinet was divided on the 
Uganda question, Sir William Harcourt, ‘with 
the Treasury, being unequivocally for with- 
drawal, while Lord Rosebery was in favor of 
some kind of backing of the company. The 
decision was a compromise between the two 
sections.”’

EUROPE’S CHOLERA RETURNS. 


STILL DECREASING IN HAMBURG—THE 
DISEASE IN ODESSA. 


HAMBURG, Sept. 30.—The official cholera 
Btatistics for yesterday place the number of 
new cases at thirty-three and the deaths at 
twenty-four. Compared with Wednesday's re- 
turns thisis a decrease of eleven cases and an 
increase of eight deaths. In Altona yesterday 
nine new cases and nine deaths were reported. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 30.—Eleven new cases of 
cholera and seven deaths from the disease were 
reported in Holland to-day, including three 
oases and one death in Rotterdam. 

8ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 30.--There were re- 
ported here yesterday thirteen new casea of 
cholera and nine deaths, a decrease of twenty- 
two cases and an inorease of two deaths as 
compared with Wednesday’s figures. 

OpeEssa, Sept. 30.—It is officially announced 
to-day that cholera is present in this city. From 
Friday, Sept. 23, to Wednesday, Sept. 28, there 
have been ten cases of the disease reported, 
four of which proved fatal. 


HAVRE, Sept. 30.—Three new cases of cholera 
and six deaths were reported here yesterday. 
This is a decrease of one case and an increase of 
four deaths compared with the returns for 
Wednesday. 

BRUSSELS, Sept. 30.—Seven new cases of chol- 
era and three deaths are reported here. 

ATHENS, Sept. 30.—King George of Greece ar- 
rived at Corfu to-day on board the royal yacht 
Sphacteria. Royalty in thie case had to give 
way to health officials. A quarantine against 
cholera has been established at Corfu, and the 
Sphacteria was detained for examination and 
chacrvastion as though she was only a common 
merchant vessel. 

Paris, Sept. 30.—In Paris and its suburbs yes- 
terday a total of thirty-nine new cholera oases 
and sixteen deaths from the disease were re- 
ported. 

BuDA-PESTH, Sept. 30.—Itis reported here that 
cholera has broken out in a Servian village on 
the Danube. It is said that the disease was 
imported by Russian vessels calling at the vil- 
lage. 


WIFE MURDER CONFESSED. 


FIRST TRIAL OF THE KIND IN SEVEN 
YEARS ON THE ISLE OF MAN. 


LONDON, Sept. 30.—George Barker Cooper, a 
merchant of Manchester, on trial for wife mur- 
der on the Isle of Man, confessed to-day that he 
killed his wife with a penknife in the heat of 
passion. This was the first trial of this kind on 
the island in seven years. 

The murdered woman was Cooper's second 
wife, and they had only been married about a 
year. About ten years ago Cooper was charged 
at the Chester Assizes with shooting at his first 
wife, intending to kill her. The charge arose 
out of anintriguein which be had been engaged. 
He was acquitted, and subsequently his wife 
secured a divorce from him and married again. 
On the day following her marriage Cooper mar- 
ried the woman whose murder he has now ocon- 
fessed. 

PUNISHING THE DAHOMEYANS., 

Panis, Sept. 30.—A dispatch from Porto Novo 
says: 

*« While the French gunboats Opale and Corail 
were ascending the river Queme, at Tahoue, 
Bept. 28, they were attacked by numbers of 
Dahomeyans, Who were repulsed with heavy 
loss, the ground being strewn with their dead 
bodies. One Frenchman was killed and thirteen 
were wounded. The land expedition is in fine 
condition, and has advanced to near Gitome.”

The 
complaint stated that though her husband was 
in receipt of an annualincome of several thou- 
sand dollars, he had not contributed a penny 
toward her support for several years. 

It has been’ known for some time that there 
was trouble between Mr. and Mrs. Newbold. 
They spent the season of 1840 together at New- 
port, but shortly afterward they separated. 


REMARKABLE WHALING VOYAGE. 


_—-— ~<---- — 
GONE TWO YEARS AND A HALF IN THE 
ARCTIC SEAS. 


San Francisco, Sept. 30.—The whaling 
steamer Mary G. Hume, Capt. Tilton, some de- 
tails of whose remarkable voyage inthe arctic 
have already been telegraphed, arrived in port 
to-day, fourteen days from Unalaska. The 
steamer has been gone over two years and a 
half, and for two Winters was housed in the ice. 

She came back with only six men ferward. 
Two of her crew were drowned at Unalaska, 
one diedin the far north, and a number died 
before the Arctio Ocean was reached. 

Her catch for the cruise has been thirty-eight 
whales, whose bone and oil represent a value of 
$400,000. 

The Hume was out about 100 days when the 
first aceideut ocourred, resulting in the loss of 
two of the crew. A small boat in command of 
Third Mate Mogg of Unalaska was capsized and 
a sailor named Sriscoll and a German named 
Paul were drowned. Steward Myers died from 
inflammatory rheumatism the first Winter spent 
in the ice. 

Both Winters the steamer was quartered at 
Herschel Island and in theSpring went to Cape 
Bathurst and McKenzie River. The heaith of 
those on board was good during the first yéar, 
but the second Winter proved less fortunate. 
Scurvy broke out on board and there were seven 
men down in the forecastle at one time. A lad 
named Raymond Lapierre was taken to the 
Marine Hospital in this vity almost a wreck, bis 
legs and arms being destroyed and full of sores 
from the effects of sourvy. 

Boat Steerer Ned Haletrom had his left foot 
frozen and it became necessary to amputate the 
member. The Hume left here April 19, 1890, 
and from July of that year until August, 1892, 
those on board did not receive a word of 
news fromhome. Once Mate Mogg went 300 
miles to the southward in the direction of Por- 
cupiue River in British America. The people 
there told him Queen Victoria was still alive, 
and that was the latest they had heard. 

The catoh of the arctic fleet was brought 
down by the Hume, and is as foliows: Beal- 
lena, 1; Beluga, 1; Bounding Billow, 4; Hunter, 
1; Helena Mar, 1; Karluk, 3; Belvedere, 2;

The following ships had no catch: Alton, Hi- 
dalgo, Grampus, Bonanza, Narwhal, Percy Ed- 
wards, Stamboul, Sea breeze, Tamerlane, 
Thrasher, Wanderer, W. H. Meyer, and Alaska.

TREASON TO THE STATE 


A SURPRISE FOR THE HOMESTEAD 
STRIKERS. 


.THE CARNEGIE COMPANY CAUSES THE 


ARREST OF THE ADVISORY BOARD 
ON A SENSATIONAL CHARGE— 
“THEY MAY PERSECUTE US, BUT 
THEY CAN’T MAKE US WORK.” 


PITTSBURG, Sept. 30.—Chairman Frick went 
through the Homestead mills to-day and on his 
return declared everything running nicely, and 
that the strike or lock-out was certainly a thing 
of the past. 

This evening, in dizect contradiction of the 
statement, a warrant was issued by Chief Jus- 
tice Paxson of the State Supreme bench for the 
arrest of the entire Advisory Board of the 
locked-out mill men, as follows:

Lynch, Thomas J. Crawford, Hugh O'Donnell, 
Harry Bayne, Elmer E. Bail, Isaac Byers, Henry

George W. Server. 

The charge is treason, and is made on the fol- 
lowing information, sworn to by County De- 
tective Beltzhoover: 

Commonweaith of Pennsylvania, Connty of Alle- 
gheny : 

Before me, the subscriber, Edward M. Paxson, 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania 
and ex-officio a Justice of the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer of Allegheny County and a Justice of 
the Peace in and for the County of Allegheny, in 
the State of Pennsylvania, personally came Harry 
Beltzhoover, county detective, who, on oath 
administered according to law, deposes and 
says that heretofore, to wit, on or before 
the lst day of July, A. D. 1892, the de- 
fendants above named, being inhabitants and 
residents of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
and under the protection of laws of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, and owing allegiance and 
fidelity to the said Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
not weighing the duty of their said allegiance, 
but wickedly devising and intending the 
peace and tranquillity of the said Com. 
monwealth to disturb and stir, move and 
incite insurrection, rebellion, and war against the 
sald Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, did at the 
Borough of Homestead and in the Township of 
Mitilin, both within the County of Allegheny 
and State of Pennsylvania, and elsewhere 
within the State of Pennsylvania and beyond 
the borders of said State, unlawfully, falsely, 
maliciously and traitorously compass, imagine, and 
intend to raise and levy war, insurrection, and ro- 
bellion against the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
and in order to fulfill and bring into effect the 
said compassings, imaginings, and intentions 
of them, the said defendants afterward, to 
wit, on the lst day of July, A. D., 1892, 
and at divers other times atthe borough of Home- 
stead and in the township of Mifflin, both within the 
County of Allegheny and State of Pennsylvania, 
with a great multitude of persons, numbering hun- 
dreds, armed and arrayed in a warlike manner, thatis 
to say, with guns, revolvers,cannona, swords, knives, 
clubs, and other warlike weapons, as well offensive 
as dofensive, being then and there unlawfully, 
maliciously, and traitorously assembled and gath- 
ered together, did falsely and _ traitorously 
join and assemble themselves together against 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and 
then and there with force and arms did 
falsely and traitorously end 1n a hostile and warlike 
manner array and dispose themsclves ugainst the 
said Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and did or- 
dain, prepare, and levy war against the said Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, to the end that its Con- 
stitution, laws, and authority were defied and re- 
sisted and subverted by the said defendants and 
their armed allies, contrary to the duty of allegiance 
and fidelity of the said defendants. 

“Allof which this deponent states upon informa. 
tion received and believed by him, and he therefore 
prays that a warrant may issue and the aforesaid de- 
fendants may be arrested and held to answer this 
charge of treason against the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, and further deponent saith not.” 

Five of the defendants were arrested to-night. 
Two are in jail At least two are out of the 
State, and the others, it is expected, will be ar- 
rested to-morrow. 

The maximum penalty for the crime named is 
twelve years, and the Carnegie officials couldn’t 
have adopted a better means of letting the pub- 
lic know that the strike is not broken than by 


striving thus to get the leaders of the men out 
of their way. 


BERESFORD GETS SIX YEARS. 





SENTENCE IMPOSED UPON THE FORGER 
BY JUDGE HENRY. 


RoME, Ga., Sept. 30.—To-day at noon “ Lord” 
Walter 8. Beresford, alias Sidney Lascelles, was 
oarried before Judge Henry to be sentenced for 
forgery. He was pale and nervous, and the 
great crowd at the Court House seemed to wor- 
ry him. The Judge asked if he had anything to 


say before sentence was passed, and Beresford 
rose to speak. His form shook with emotion, 
and when he attempted to speak he broke down 
and cried like a child. 

After great effort, Boresford managed to 
speak afew words, and begged the court to 
postpone his sentence until his case could be 
appealed to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. He also begged the Judge to be as mer- 
ciful as possibie in imposing sentence. 

Jadge Henry severely reprimanded Beres- 
ford and then sentenced him to hard labor in 
the Georgia Penitentiary for six years. Beres- 
tord became calm before the Judge concluded 
and stood like a statue. 

Beresford was carried back to jail, where he 
will remain for a few days, and then probably 
he will be sent by the principal keeper of the 
penitentiary to some chain ons and put to 
work. Beresford says that all his trouble is 
due to persecution by his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Parr of New-York.

ARSON TO HIDE HIS THEFTS. 


—— 
FOREMAN FERGUS CHARGED WITH 
BURNING A PHOTOGRAPH FACTORY. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Sept. 30.—George Fergus, 
twenty-six years old, is a prisoner here this 
evening at Police Headquarters, accused of ar- 
son and grand larceny. 

He was foreman of the silvering room at 
Alfred 8. Campbell’s picture factory, whioh 
burned last night. To-day, when the workmen 
were clearing away the ruins, they found in a 
pit under the charred floor of the silvering room 
many thousands of sheets of albumenized pa- 


per, on which tie melted sitver is spread for 
photographio pu 8. 

The paper had not been used, and the ques- 
tion arose of what had become of the silver pro- 
vided for it. Mr. Campbell notified the police 
and Fergus was taken into custody. 

Aftersome questioning he admittea having 
put the paper where It was found. To facilitate 
6 had cut a trap door in the floor 
and then dug the hole to conceal the paper. For 
along time Mr. Campbell has noticed the poor 
bags J of the work turned out by Fergus, but 
the latter laid it to the inferior quality of 
the paper. A better kind was bought, but 
still the work was not what it should be. Mr. 
Campbell supplied Fergus weekly with silver 
and paper. The secret of the poor work has 
now come out. The prisoner has worked nearly 
five years for Campbell, ana the latter estimates 
that his employe’s stealings will exceed $5,000. 

This discovery led to a further investigation 
as to the origin of the fire. No one worked in 
the silvering room, where the fire originated, 
but Fergus, and he had the only key to the 
place. He was known to be the last man about 
the premises before the fire broke out. This, 
coupled with the discovery of his wrongdoing, 
furnishes to the police a sufficient reason for 
charging him with incendiarism. Their theory 
is that the prisoner knew that soon the business 
would be removed into a larger building that is 
just being completed, and that it was Mr. Camp- 
bell’s intention to tear down the old factory. 
Fearing the theft of the silver would come to 
light by the discovery of the hidden paper, Fer- 
gus is supposed to have set fire to the factory to 
elude detection. Unfortunately for the prisoner, 
the telltale paper was not consumed in the fire.

NEW-ORLEANS CITIZENS AND UNDER- 
WRITERS TALK OF SUITS. 


New-ORLEANS, La., Sept. 30.—The enormous 
sum of $4,000,000 is a fair computation of the 
loss by fire in this city since Jan. 1, 1892, and 
of that amount about $2,250,000 represents the 
insurance involved. The latter sum is twice 
as much as the profits of the underwriters of 
this city for a year. 

There exists at present a manifest spirit of 
uneasiness among underwriters, property hold- 
ers, and taxpayers as to what the future has in 
store. The question of responsibility for the re- 
ceut disastrous fires is being agitated, and the 
Evening Slates says it may be that the courts 
will be resorted to. It is stated that property 
holders and insurance men may combine to file 
a suit fordamages against the city for losses 
sustained through deficient water supply and 
other causes, which will be specitied when the 
suit is brought. 

The fire in the Fourth District on Tuesday 
night, which consumed so many dwellings and 
destroyed the household effects of citizens who 
eould ill ailurd such a loss, has been the latest 
theme of conversation among underwriters. 
They say that the reason why so much havoo 
was wroucbt by the flames was that the water 
supply was entirely deficient and that the Fire 
Department was unable to check the flames on 
account of the lack of water. Again, the new 
paid Fire Department, while it is composed of ex- 
cellent men, is but a skeleton organization, the 
number of men to each company being too small 
to handle the engines promptly. The point is 
also made that the recent tire was across the 
street from the harbor police station, but the 
building was completely enveloped in flames 
before a passer-by accidentally discovered it 
and gave the alarm.

The Democratic State Committee met at the 
Hoffman House last evening and after a haif- 
hour session concluded to make no nomination 
for Chief Justice of the Court of Appeals, but to 
await the action of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, which is expected to come together to 
make its nomination some time next week. This 
decision was in accordance with the view that 
prevailed at a conference held at 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon in one of the parlors of the hotel, 
in which Edward Murphy, Chairman of thé 
State Committee; Richard Croker, and Senator 
David B. Hill participated. 

Both Mr. Murphy and Mr. Croker were of the 
opinion that the Democrats should make a nom- 
ination, and they both advocated the selection 
of Judge Rufus W. Peckham, now Associate 
Justice of the court. They believed the Demo- 
crats should wage a campaign of aggressive- 
ness and maintained that Judge Peckham’s 
nomination would accomplish that result. Sen- 
ator Hill opposed the proposition te nominate 
Judge Peckham at this time. He declared it te 
be his judgment that the best course for the 
Democrats to pursue was to wait until the Re- 
publicans made their nomination and shen to 
have the Democratic State Committee indorse 
it. Mr. Croker believes that the Democrats 


should nominate their own candidate rather 
than toawait the pleasure of the enemy. After 
a full and free interchange of views, Senator 
Hill's wishes were respected, and it was con- 
cluded to defer the nomination. 

When the committee gatyered in the evening, 
this programme was generally known. The 
meeting was held up stairs in the clubroom, put 
down stairs in the rotunda anumber of promi- 
nent Democrats jostled against one another. In 
the multitude were half a dozen Republicans, 
who were on the picket line to discover at the 
earliest moment the Democratic programme. 
Outside the members of the State Committee 
were to be seen Lieut. Gov. Sheehan, Gen. 
Thomas H. Barber, Senator Edward P. Hagan, 
Judge Robert A. Van Wyck, the burly Mayor 
of Long Island City, ‘‘ Pat’ Gleason; Col. 
George B. McClellan, Commissioner Michaei 
Daly, Assemblyman Farquhar, John Connelly, 
and Congressman Amos J. Cummings. Two 
members of the Stete Committee who were in 
the throng failed to attend the meeting—Hagh 
McLaughlin of Kings and Daniel G. Griffin of 
Watertown.

A number of Democrats expressed the con- 
viction that Judge Peckham would not be hon- 
ored with the nomination because of the fact 
that he voted with the Republican Judges, An- 
drewe and Finch, on the disputed Onondaga 
contested election case Jast Winter, and later 
spoke disrespectfully of Judge Maynard. He 
is conceded, even by those who oppose him, to 
be an impartial Judge, of transcendent ability, 
and a Joyal Democrat. 





THE CINCINNATV’S LAUNCHING,

SOME BROOKLYN POLITICIANS.

The atithoritiesat Barbados have beén looking 
industriously for cholera. on #hips from Néw-

letters which have reached this city in the last 
day or two, hada rather checkered experience 
in consequence. 

On the evening of Sunday, Sept. 18, writes the 
Barbados correspondent of a produce exchange 
firm, El Callao arrived, and as the Captain re- 
ported leaving New-York on the 7th inst., the 
steamer was quarantined, as that was the date 
appointed “on and after’’ which vessels leaving 
New-York should be quarantined. As soon as 
his statement that he ieft New-York at day- 
break without having any communication with 
the shore was put before the Board of Health, 
po lontels was admitted to pratique at 12:30 
P. on Monday, ahd the discharging of the 
vessel's cargo commenced. 

Unfortunately there was a deck passenger on 
El Callao who contrived to give Barbados a 
seare, Buch 6ffects as he had were kept on 
board for fumigation by the Health Officer, but 
the man was allowed to go onshore. When he 

yee to the ship he to]4 the dootor he was 
uffering from pains and diarrhea. Thereupon 
6 steamer Was at once quarantined. 

Investigation showed, however, that the 
passenger was not a victim of cholera, his 
trouble being due to a combination of a big dose 
of epsom salts, copious draughts of sea water, 
and fiberal indulgence in Barbados rum, He 
lived through the experiment, and the steam- 
ef is reported to have been réleaséed from quar- 
antine as soon as the absence of the cholera 
bacillus was established.

COLOMBIA'S HARSH QUARANTINE. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—A telegram received 
this afternoon at the Navy Department stated 
that the Concord sailed from Colon for Car- 
thagena, having aboard the United States Con- 
sul-General ani the local Commissioners of 
Panama, who go to confer with the President of 
the United States of Colombia and endeavor to 
seoure an amelioration of the quarantine regu- 
lations, which shut out all vessels which left 
the Atlantio ports of the United States since 
Sept. 12. 

Panama, Sept. 17.—The Pacific Mail steam- 
ship Newport, which sailed from New-York Sept. 
10, arrived here this morning and has been ad- 
mitted. She will not sail on the homeward voy- 
age before Oct. 3, as she will Wait to take up all 
incoming passengers and freight from the Pa- 
citie coast. After her departuré no more com- 
munication will be held with outside ports dur- 
ing the prevalence of the cholera. This ia con- 
sidered absolutely necessary, as there are no 
means of establishing quarantine here. The 
British and French Ministers have protested. 

The Royal Mail steamship Atrato, which ar- 
rived at Savanilla after the declaration had 
been made that the port was closed to foreign 
vessels, was not only ordered out of port, but 
the ordef was emphasized by three volleys of 
bullets from a tile of soldiers.

MAYOR BOODY ISSUES A CARD URGING 
GENERAL PARTICIPATION, 


The details of the part to be taken by Brook- 
lyn in the Columbus celebration are gradually 
being settled. The Aldermen are to appropriate 
$20,000 for the purpose, and yesterday Mayor 
Boody had a long conference on the subject 
with Brig. Gen. MoLeer, Col. Cummings of the 


Grand Army of the Republic, and Gen, Horatio 
c. King and Charles E. Teale of the Board of 
Education. 

Gen. King and Mr. Teale, who are great atick- 
lers for historic acouracy, advised that the cele- 
bration be postponed to Oct. 21 and thus avoid 
a clash with the paradein this city and at the 
same time agree with the Gregorian calendar. 

The Mayor opposed this idea, and then Mr. 
Teale asked for $1,000 of the city funds to be 
expended in the public schools. This was 
agreed to. 

Col. Cummings promised that 4,500 veterans 
would turn out, and Gen. McLeer vouched for 
3,000 National Guardsmen. After further con- 
ference, the Mayor issued thé following card: 

MAYOR'S OFFICE, BROOKLYR, Sept. 30, 1892. 
To the Citizens of Brooklyn: 

The four hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of this country by Colambas will occtron the 12th 
day of Ovtober next. Itis not consistent with the 
position of the City of Brooklyn that this event 
should pass unnoticed by our citizens. We should 
pever pass away in thought from the pecaliar his- 
tory of our country, or allow ourselyes to live un- 
affected by that history as it relates to the discovery 
of our country and the establishment of our Gov- 
ernment. 

It has béen decided that proper arrangements shall 
be made for such @ celebration on the 12th prox. as 
shall correspond with the importance of the event 
which we honor. -6

INTERVIEW WITH JOSIAH QUINCY, 
WHO SPEAKS HOPEFULLY. 


DEMOCRATS EXPECT TO RE-ELRCT GOV. 
RUSSELL—THEY ALSO CONSIDER THE 
CHANOES FAVORABLE FOR CARRYING 
THE STATE FOR CLEVELAND—HOW 
THE WORK GOES ON. 


Josiah Quincy, Democratic National Commit- 
teeman from Massachusetts and Chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee of Massachu- 
setts, is very hopeful over the outlook in his 
State. Toa TIMEs reporter who met him at the 
National Democratic Headquarters yesterday, 
he said in reviewing the situation there: 

“The way in which our State Convention 
went off on Tuesday has greatly encouraged the 
Democrats of Massachusetts as to the chances 
of again carrying that State this year for Gov. 
Russell, if not for Cleveland and Stevenson. 
Until within a few weeks I have not myself be- 
lieved that we should be able to overcome the 
reserve Republican vote in a Presidential year, 
but the way things have been going recently 
has changed my opinion. The attendance and 
enthusiasm at our State Convention were an 
agreeable surprise to us. With no contest what- 
ever for the nomination for any place upon the 
State ticket, and with no announcement of spe- 
cial oratorical attractions at the convention, 
without even notice that Gov. Russell would be 
able to be present, we had feared that the con- 
vention would bea smallonein numbers. In- 
stead of that, it turned out to be an unusually 
large one. 

“The delegates were quickly responsive to 
every point made by the Chairman of the con- 
vention and the other speakers. The spirit and 
enthusiasm could not have been improved upon. 
The delegates seemed to be filled with the con- 
viction that Gov. Russell could be re-elected 
and with a determination to secure this result. 
The challenge to the Republicans to break their 
studied silence on the subject of Gov. Russell’s 
administration and either to admit its excellence 
or to make some case against it aroused much 
enthusiasm. The feeling that the Republican 
Party was in a weak position upon State issues 
and that ite weakness only needed to be exposed 
in order to secure another Democratic victory 
was unanimous among the delegates. All good 
judges in Massachusetts concede that if this 
were not a Presidential year Gov. Russell would 
be re-elected without any question. The Re- 


publican Party played its last card and brought 
out its last man against him last year, so far as 
Was possible in an olf year, and the victory then 
achieved by his election was a great blow to 
Republican prestige in Massachusetts. 

‘All through the campaign it was openly 
prociaimed by the Republican leaders upon the 
stump thatif Gov. Russell were not defeated 
for re-election it would shake Republican su- 
premacy in Massachusetts and render the State 
doubtful, even in the Presidential year, 60 that 
Democrats are only moposting this year what 
Republicans proclaimed last year. 

“*In fact, we need not gu back to last year for 
Republican admissions of the changed political 
conditiong in Massachusetts. Attorney General 
Pilsbury, one of the ablest Republican leaders 
in the State, has recently, ina speech that has 
been widely noticed, admitted Gov. Russell’s 
phenomenal popularity and deplored the dan- 
gerous inroads which he is making upon Repub- 
lican success. He commented also upon the 
fact that the Democratic Party stood behind the 
Governor a3 oné Man and was absolutely united 
in his support. Other Republican leaders have 
not hesitated to talk privately in the same 
strain. 

* In fact, the general opinion among Repub- 
lican leaders seems to be that Goy. Russell 
stands an excellent chance of re-election; most 
of them add that they regard the State safe for 
Harrison, however. Upon this point thereisa 
good deal of difference of opinion among well- 
informed men. The Democrats are not positive- 
ly claiming thatthe old conditions have so far 
changed that they can probably secure the 
Electoral vote of the State for Cleveland, though 
many well-informed men believe that this is 
possible. It is certainly true, however, that the 
Republican managers do not feel as easy as they 
would like to, even on their Electoral ticket. 

“We believe that the Australian ballot has 
already worked largely in our favor and that 
we shall receive additional beneiit from it this 
year. Itis not unlikely that it will considerably 
reduce the usual Republican reserve vote of a 
Presidential year, and the opportunity for secret 
voting is of greatadvantage in our State under 
present political conditions, 

“Things are remarkably quiet thus far for a 
Presidential year on both sides, but particularly 
among the Republicans. A condition of general 
political apathy is, I believe, highly favorable 
to us, particularly in a State like Massachusetts. 
The Republicans will no doubt have large and 
enthusiastic meetings, as they did last year. In 
tact, the closer the State gets and the more 
doubtful the result, the stronger becomes the 
partisanship and the zeal of those who are 
thick-and-thin Republicans under all circum- 
stances. But recent experience shows that the 
straight Republican vote, at any rate unless re- 
inforoed with the full reserve of a Presidential 
year, is no longer inthe majority in Massaciu- 
setts. 

“The Republican campaign opens on Oct. 4 
with a meeting in Boston, to be addressed by 
Whitelaw Reid and Gov. McKinley. I believe 
that they have made a mistake in postponing 
the opening of their compaiga 80 long, althou h 
we do not open ours until Oct. 6, when Bourke 
Cockran speaks forus in Boston. For the past 
two or three years the Republicans have started 
their ¢ampaign several weeks in advance 
of ours, and it has generally been admit- 
ted that our tactics in postponing the 
opening of our campaign until later have 
worked well. This year the Republicans seem 
to have copied our tactics of former years, with- 
out allowing for the ditferent conditions which 
prevail on their side in a Presidential year. In 
my judgment, the Republicans should have 
opened an active and mig treat a aye upon 
the stump allover the State early in Septem- 
ber in order to arouse their reserve vote in the 
rural districts, and I think they have made a 
mistake in not doing so which will inure to our 
benefit The Democratic vote can be more 
quickly arouséd by ashort campaign, and we 
think we have plenty of time to reach every 
Democrat in thé State. 

“ We have been carrying on a vigorous|iterary 
campaign for sometime. This work'is intrust- 
ed to the Young Men’s Democratic Club, whieh 
now has over 1,600 members upon its rolls, 
scattered all over the State, and the work of 
distributing oampaign literature is very thor- 
oughly and effectively attended to by them. 

‘Bix of our seven Demooratic members of 
Congress have been renominated this year, and 
are making an active ere ree y for re-election. 
While the districts have been changed, we be- 
lieve that our prospects of securing a good pro- 

ortion of the Congressmen are excellent. Dr. 

verett has been renominated against Mr. 
Lodge in the Lynn district, and will soon start 
his campaign with his usual vigor. The extent 
to which he cut down Mr. Lodge's plurality at 
the last election—much to the surprise of that 
gentleman and his friends—has given new 
strength to the opposition to the present Con- 
gressman. The fight will be vigorously waged 
ip this district. 

*“ Our nominee for Lieutenant Governor, Mr. 
James P. Carroli of Springtield, is an able and 
successful lawyer of 6xcellent standing. He 
surprised and delighted évery body by the ability 
of his speech before the convention. It was re- 
markable for its clean-cut logic and its home 
thrusts at the high-tariff position, and Mr. Car- 
roll’s presence upon the stump will certainly 
help us greatly. For Secretary of State we have 
nominated Mr. Charlies 8. Hamlin, a young man 
who has come to the front lately as one of our 
brightest writers and speakers upon the tariff 
question. He is an enthusiastic worker and a 
popular and effective speaker, and he will throw 
himself heartily into the campaign upon the 


stump. 

~ Altogether, while we realize that we are 
fighting the Republican Party in one of ite 
strongholds and do not forget fhat the high- 
tariff interest is as strong in Massachusetts as in 
any other State of the Union, and while we make 
no extravagant claims as to the results of this 
election, we certainly feel that the conditions

RESOLUTIONS OF THE ALDERMEN TO 
BE CAREFULLY CONSIDERED. 


Mayor Grant refused to give any intimation 
yesterday as to what action he was likely to 
take in the matter of the nine resolutions 
adopted by the Board of Aldermen Thursday, 
which practically grant to John D. Crimmins 
and the Metropolitan Traction Company the 
right to introduce the trolley upon their lines. 
Before they are granted, the Controller, ac- 
cording to law, must advertise and put up the 
franchises at public auction, but this is the 
merest formality, for there will be no bidders 
except the traction company. 

If the Mayor should by chanee veto the reso- 
lutions, they must go back to the Board of 
Aldermen again, but in the lignt of Thursday's 
action there would probably be no difficulty in 


mustering the necessary two-thirds yote to pass 
them over the executive veto. 

The Mayor said yesterday that he should give 
the subject careful consideration and that he 
should do exactly what he thought to be right. 

“The consent of the Mayor and Aldermen,” 
he continued, * will not carry with it the right 
to operate the trolley unless the company re- 
ceives also the consent of a majority of the 
property owners along the line of the road and 
also that of the State Railroad Commissioners. 
I think that the dancer trom the use of the trol- 
ley under the elevated railway structure, as 
the Metropolitan Company desires to operate it, 
is greatly exaggerated. The manner in which 
the traction wires is placed, in a protected box 
under the structure, practically eliminates all 
danger, in my opinion. The ofter of the company 
to carry passengers by transfer to all points in 
the city forasingle fare must alsod be consald- 
ered. I shall weigh all the arguments pro and 
con and shail trygo reach & just decision.” 

President Arudtd of the Board of Aldermen 
said: *‘My votes were entirely consistent yés- 
terday. I voted against the trolley, but in favor 
of more railroad accommodations, which I be- 
lieve the city needs.’ 

Vice Président Andrew A. Noonan of the 
board thought that he had done his duty in 
voting for the resolutions and what seemed to 
him to be for the best interests of the public. 
“We knew thetrolley was to be used under the 
elevated roads, but nowhere else,” ho said.

MR. NICOLL PROTESTS. 

District Attorney Nicoll expressed considera- 
ble disapproval yesterday at the action of the 
Board of Aldermen in granting franchises for 
the erection of a trolley system. 

“The whole. proceeding,” said Mr. Nicoll, 
“has a suspicious and disagreeable look, and an 
investigation by the authorities might not be 
outot order. Every possible effort should be 
made to restrict the erection of a trolley system 
in the City of New-York. It would not only be 
a distigurement, but positively dangerous. The 
very idea of a trolley system is hateful to me. 
A trolley under the elevated railroad tracks 
would merely be the entering wedge, affording 
a pretext for the extension of the system 
through other streets.” 





NO GOOD FROM THE TARIFF. 


PECK’S UNTRUTHFUL FIGURES ABOUT 
MILL WORKERS AND BOOKBINDERS. 


Commissioner Peck tells a story in his report 
to the effect that wages of employes in lumber 
and planing mills were increased from 12 to 25 
per cent. in 1891. At Martin Murphy’s planing 
mill, 509 West Fifteenth Street, the men said 
yesterday that not more than $2 a day has been 


paid for several years. One of the men, when 
asked what benetit they had derived from the 
MoKinley high tariff, said: 

“Itdia us no good at ail. Every year they 
come around to us with the old gag that high 
protection raises our wages, but we don’t 
see it.” 

At Eben Peek’s saw and planing mill, Twents- 
fourth Street and Eleventh Avenue, the men 
said their wages were $2 a day, and they had 
not had any increase for several years. They 
did not believe in the McKinley tariff law. 

At W. Reccius’s saw millthe men saia the 
wages of the employes ranged from $9 to $16 
&@ week, but very few received the higher rate. 
When a new mah was engaged he was paid a 
few dollars a week, and as he became more pro- 
ficient in the trade his wages were jrradually 
advanced. Mostof the men made $12 a week, 
or $2 a day. 

oo! devoid of truth is Commissioner 
Peck’s statement that employes in the book- 
binding trade received an advance of from 7 to 
25 per cent. in 1891. The Bookbinders’ Union 
held @ meeting last evening at 25 East Fourth 
Street and Secretary John Meyer, ex-President 
William Buckéath, and President George Biller 
were spoken to about Peck’s report. 

They said Mr, Peck’s statement was not true, 
and no advance whatever uad been obtained in 
1891. The McKinley high-tariff law, instead of 
benefiting the workers in the trade, had 
actuallyinjured some. The album industry, for 
instance, had run down since the 
Passage of the MoKinley law. Formerly 
album covers were imported from 
Berlin and other parts of Germany that 
excelled in the industry, aud were bound in 
this country. Experiments to make covers in 
thia country equal to those from Germany 
failed, and the result was that wages of album 
workers had, in consequence of the increased 
duty, been reduced from $18 per week to $12. 
Mr. Bucksath knew some mén who made only 
$11 in fourteen days. 

Some of the men in the trade, as the stampers, 
who worked by the piece, could earn from $20 
to $22 per week, but the average wages of the 
bookbinders were $12 per week in union shops. 
In non-union shops the men were paid as low 
as $5 and $6 per week.

WON'T SIGN THE PAY ROLLS, 


MAYOR WANSER SHUTS DOWN ON CITY 
EMPLOYES’ OVERDRAFTS. 


Mayor Wanser of Jersey City is working 
wonders of reform with the pen which signs, 
or refuses to sign, the pay rolls that are sent to 
him by the several “ring” boards of the city. 

It came to his knowledge recently that for 
months several employes of the Board of 
Finance had been drawing more pay monthly 
than the resolution fixing their salaries allowed 
them. The overdrafts were privately sanc- 
tioned, itis said, by the Finance Commission- 
ers, but they had not formally resolved to make 
the salary increases that the monthly pay rolls 
or these men called for. 

Yesterday, when the September pay roll 
reached him, the Mayor noticed that the allow- 
ances were swollen as they had been for months. 
He not only refused to sign that particular 

ay roll, but announced that he will abstain 

rom signing the pay rolls of those employes 
from month to month till they shall have made 
good the amount of their overdrafts.

TO FORMULATE A NEW AGREEMENT. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 3Q—An important and difficult 
task confronts the Committees of Vicé Presidents 
and General Managers of tha Western Roads, ap- 
pointed by Chairman Midgley’s special meeting 
some weeks ago, to formulate an agreement to take 
the place of those agreements now in existence. 
The committee is to meet next Tuesday. If it 
can recommend an agreement that all lines 


in interest will subscribe to—and it has been 
demonstrated that an agreement that doves 
not include ali interested lines cannot be 
successful—and then devise some means of com- 
pelling all members to fulfill their obligations in 

The trafic 
officials of the various road’ have very desided 
Opinions as to what should be done, and if the com- 
mittee should call upon them for advice it is prob- 
able that some practicable scheme may be adopted. 
One of the best Knowy of these tratiic officials said 
to-day, in speaking of the matter: ‘‘ The territory to 
be covered by the new agreement should embrace 
all that now covered by the Western Freight and 
Trans- Missouri Associations, with only one Chair- 
man. There should be rate committees at Chicago, 
St. Louis, St. Paul, Omaha, Kansas City, Denver, 
and Salt Lake to considet all subjects pertaining to 
their respective territories and réport their recom- 
mendations to the general meetings. Statistics 
should be kept of ali competitive trattic. Ifa long- 
time money pool cannot be agreed upon, then the 
Western Freight Association agreement shouid be 
made to embrace the territory now covered by the 
‘Traus-Missouri Association. The interests of the 
two are identical and one association would suffice.

the children of school age. Efforts are 
making to bring the Indians into the habit 
of methodical industry, and the Govern- 
ment aids this purpose by furnishing reg- 
ular wages to nearly 2,000 Indians, while 
others areemployed occasionally. Attention 
has been given also to encouraging stock 
raising among some tribes, especially the 
Sioux, who have received 10,000 head of 
stock cattle. The importance of furnish- 
ing artificial irrigation to the reservations 
has been recognized of late. Improvements 
of this sort become possibile under judicious 
agreements for expending the funds de- 
rived from the purchase of reservation 
lands.

Would the thought of jobbery 
have occurred to anybody’s mind? 
The Health Officer of this port ought 


to be, equally with any of the gen- 
tlemen we have named, beyond all sus- 
picion of using his office to promote jobs. 
Yet when Dr. JENKINS proposed to buy Mr. 
Sammis’s Fire Island property, and the 
purchase was actually made for $210,000, 
although Mr. Sammis had long been trying 
to sell for $125,000, the knowing ones im- 
mediately began talking of jobs, and in- 
quired whether Mr. Stokes was “in the 
thing.” That was not the fault of Dr. 
JENKINS personally, but a misfortune aris- 
ing from his political antecedents and en- 
vironment. There was once adog named 
Tray, who was a very amiable and upright 
dog indeed, but grievous misfortune over- 
took him because he went about with a lot 
of disreputable dogs. If our ruling classes 
dare not undertake needed public improve- 
ments for feat that their motives will be 
suspected, it strikes us that it would be a 
good plan to agree all around that the 
rulers should be allowed to take, say, 40 per 
cent, on every necessary public undertak- 
ing, provided they undertook it and did it 
well. 








THE ALDERMEN AND THE TROLLEY. 

The reputation of the Board of Aldermen 
of this city and the manner in which the 
privileges asked for by the Metropolitan 
Traction Company were granted on Thurs- 
day raise the suspicion that there was some 
motive power behind the action of the 
board besides a desire to increase the sur- 
face railroad facilities of New-York. There 
were striking points of resemblance be- 
tween the meeting on Thursday and the 
action taken and the famous early morning 
special meeting in 1884, at which the orig- 
inal Broadway franchise. was granted as 
the result of a scheme of wholesale bribery. 
It was only the day before that a per- 
functory hearing was given on the nine 
applications of the Metropolitan Traction 
Company, and up to that time the purpose 
of adopting the trolley system of propulsion 
had been kept very quiet. Few people 
realized that there was any such purpose, 
but when it was once announced there 
was every prospect of a fierce opposition. 
It was evidently to forestall that opposition 
that the Board of Aldermen hastily held 
its special meeting of Thursday and put 
through all the grants of privileges asked 
for. ‘The haste with which that meeting 
was called and the excitement which at- 
tended its action plainly indicated that 
a majority of the board had Been in some 
way “fixed,” and that it was determined 
to defy public opinion and put the matter 
through in a hurry instead of acting with 
calm delibération and with dwe regard for 
the interests of the city. Honest and legit- 
imate public action is not taken in this 
way, andit was strongly suggestive of the 
resumption of the old style of ‘“‘ Aldermanic 
business.” In fact, it was another gross 
scandal in dealing with valuable public 
franchises. 

Itistrue that the extensions and con- 
nections of surface railroads proposed 
wore in the main desirable, provided that 
unobjectionable methods of propelling cars 
were to be used. It is also true that the 
function of the Aldermen was not to pass 
specifically upon the form of motive power 
to be used, the authority to decide upon 
that matter having been prudently taken 
away from them by the Legislature and 

} ef Railroad Commission. 
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ley on certain lines was known. The 
Board of Aldermen could have excluded 
that system in granting the franchises, and 
the question was distinctly raised by the 
motionsof Aldermen MORGAN and O’BEIRNE 
to exclude the use of the trolley and of any 
electric motive power using overhead 
wires. It was upon that that the whole 
contest was made, and the action of the 
board was distinctly in favor of the adop- 
tion of the trolley system, in spite of its 
dangerous character and the opposition of 
the public toits use in our streets. Nobody 
will believe that this defiant and scandal- 
ous action was taken without corrupt “ in- 
ducement,” and the repetition of the Jake 
Sharp performance of cight years ago 
should not be allowed to pass without pro- 
test. 

The respectable people of this city know 
little of the personnel of the Board of Alder- 
men, but they are aware of the general 
character of most of its members. Six 
members of the board were absent from 
Thursday’s meeting—Samugnt H. Bariey, 
W. H. Scnott, Caries SmiTH, and WiLL- 
1AM TaIT, Democrats, and WHITFIELD VAN 
Cott and Grorcr B. Morris, Republic- 
ans. Why they were absent is unknown. 
Four only voted against granting the 
franchises without prohibiting the use 
of the trolley system—RoOLLIN M. Mor- 
GAN and Patrick J. O’BrrrNz, Dem- 
ocrats, and James A. Cowie and HEn- 
RY L. ScHuoor, Republicans, though 
President ARNOLD declared himself to 
be opposed to the trolley. Fifteen Al- 
dermen voted for the franchises on the 
terms proposed by the Metropolitan Trac- 
tion Company. Their names are ANDREW 
A. Noonan, Nicnoxas T. Brown, WILLIAM 
CLancy, Peter J. DooninG, CoRNELIUS 
Frynn, Horatio §. Harris, Harry C. 
HAktT, JoseEPH MARTIN, ABRAHAM MEAD, 
WitiiAM H. Murphy, Davip J. Rocuk, 
Frank Rogers, Jacosp C. Wunp, ©. J. 
SmirH, and Patrick J. RrpErR. Some of 
these names may yet become as familiar as 
those of the Sing Sing convicts and Canada 
exiles of the 1884 board. 

But the fight against the trolley in our 
streets must now be transferred to the 
Railroad Commission. Mr. Jonn D. Crim- 
MINS, President of the Metropolitan Trac- 
tion Company, is showing himself to be as 
impervious to public opinion and as care- 
less of public rights as the late Jacos 
SHARP, and rather disposed to emulate the 
reputation with which that worthy went 
down to a dishonored grave. He under- 
takes to belittle the objections to the ob- 
noxious system, and soothingly intimates 
that it will be quite harmless under the 
elevated roads and will go no further. But 
there can be no assurance that it will go no 
further. The people had been thrown off 
their guard with reference to its use 
under the elevated roads until the 
franchises were in the grasp of the 
traction company. Mr. CrimMMINs ad- 
mits now that the Sixth and Ninth 
Avenue lines were leased at an extrava- 
gant rate with the intention of econo- 
mizing operating expenses by adopting the 
trolley, and he lets it be known that a 
majority of the stockof the Belt Line has 
been secured at a high price with a similar 
view toeconomy. Howis the economy to 
be effected unless by encircling the city 
below Central Park with trolley wires? 
There is no safety except in keeping the 
deadly system out altogether. Its dangers 
are mitigated but not removed by the seclu- 
sion of the elevated structures. The peo- 
ple should wake up and insist that this 
dangerous contrivanee be excluded from 
our streets altogether, and unless the Met- 
ropolitan Traction Company is to sacrifice 
the favor in which it has been held, it will 
abandon its design of disregarding the 
rights and the will of the public.

IRISH-AMERICAN FUNDS. 

The appeal to Irish-Americans for funds 
to aid in the liberation of Ireland is by no 
means a novelty. It,has seldom, however, 
been so strongly made as in the manifesto 
which the Nationalists who follow Mr. Mc- 
CarTHy have addressed to Irish-Austra- 
lians as well as to Irish-Americans. Un- 
fortunately, the history of Irish “funds” 
in this country must be very disgusting to 
patriotic and self-respecting Irishmen, see- 
ing that out of these funds a num- 
ber of unpatriotic and _ self-seeking 
Irishmen have been getting a living 
from a time whereof the memory of 
very few Irishmen runneth to the contrary. 
The fact that these funds have been raised 
in some cases almost avowedly for the 
wanton destruction of private and public 
property in England, at the risk of an 
equally wanton destruction of life, is bad 
enough, but it is scarcely the worst thing 
about them. It is scarcely so bad as the 
fact that funds raised for the purpose of 
carrying on irregular warfare, not so much 
against England as against Englishmen, 
have been perverted to the purpose of sus- 
taining the entirely worthless and noxious 
lives of the collectors of these funds. 

Happily this disgraceful phase of Irish 
agitation has passed away, at least for the 
present. It is one of the chief titles of 
PARNELL to the respect of his countrymen 
that he substituted an organized system of 
Parliamentary agitation for an unorgan- 
ized series of agitations by outrage, and 
that he managed to repress the kind of 
agitation that simply enabled Irish knaves 
to live upon the earnings of Irish fools. 
No Irish leader before him had ever been 











able to do this, and the result was that | 


he brought the Irish cause to a more 
promising condition than any other Irish 
leader had attained. It not only stood 
better than it had ever stood before in the 
opinion of the world, but he achieved the 
feat of bringing one of the great English 
parties toits support. Of course he would 
not have been able to do this if the leader 
of the English party had not been Mr. 
GLADSTONE, but Mr. GLapsTone in his 
turn would never have been able to carry 
his party, or a great majority of it, to the 
support of PARNELLif PARNELL had notsuc- 
ceeded in disinfecting the Irish cause. He

people, the Invinoibles and the Fenians, 
and the Clan-na-Geel, and to substitute 


| for their methods methods that didnot re- 


-yolt civilized men in England or elsewhere.

Irish situation is that the men whom 
PARNELL felt bound, in the interest of the 
Irish cause, to suppress or to discipline, are 
the very men who now profess to call 
themselves Parnellites, while the men who 
are continuing the Parnellite tradition and 
following the Parnellite methods ard known 
as anti-Parnellites. 

It is with these anti-Parnellites, as every 
disinterested person must perceive and ac- 
knowledge, that the hope of the Irish 
cause rests. If the Parnellites had their 
way, the English allies of PARNELL would 
be driven from the support of the Irish 
cause by public opinion as surely as they 
were driven by public opinion from the 
suppurt of PARNELL himself after they had 
made it impossible for them to co-operate 
with him. Mr. Repmonp and his little 
band are looked upon with comparative 
favor and indulgence by the Tory Squires 
and the opponents of home rule in general. 
Every contribution that is made to their 
funds is a contribution to delay the estab- 
lishment of home rule in Ireland, 

That Mr. McCartny represents the mod- 
erate and reasonable part of the Irish peo- 
ple rather than Mr. ReDMonD is shown by 
the fact that he is the leader of the great 
majority of the Nationalists in the House 
of Commons. Itisa very gratifying fact 
that the elections should have shown 80 
clearly to the perception of the Irish elect- 
ors which way their interest and the in- 
terest of their country lay. The 
manifesto of the Nationalists is a 
surprisingly temperate recital of the 
reasons for believing that the early 
triumph of home rule is assured if the Irish 
donot waste their strength in quarreling 
with each other. It indicates that the 
men who subscribed to so reasonable a 
statement as this will be found ready 
to carry out such tactical movements as the 
leaders of the English Liberals may pre- 
scribe, since they are assured that those 
leaders are in earnest in their advocacy of 
home rule. An Irish-American or an Irish- 
Australian may contribute his money to 
thefunds of such an organization with a 
reasonable degree of confidence that it will 
not be diverted or misused. 

It must be said, however, that there is 
still need of more openness between the 
Irishmen who appeal for funds and the 
Irishmen who are expected to contribute 
funds. There is now nothing that can use- 
fully be done for the Irish eause which 
may not be lawfully and openly done. The 
old machinery of ‘“‘ centres” and “ circles” 
and oaths and passwords is completely 
obsolete. An appeal for funds ought to 
show specifically how it is proposed to 
spend them, and the collection of them 
should be followed by a clear and detailed 
statement of what has been done with 
them. This course would as nearly as pos- 
sible eliminate the ‘professional Irish- 
man” from Irish politics and force him into 
honest industry. It would bea guarantee 
of good faith such as the Irish contributors 
to Irish funds would long ago have insisted 
on if they had not been very gullible as 
well as very impulsive persons. 








PILOTS FOR WAR SHIPS. 

The order just issued by Secretary Tracy 
éoncerning the employment of pilots will 
be welcomed by naval officers. It revokes 
all existing regulations on the subject and 
substitutes the simple rule that ‘ com- 
manding officers will employ pilots when- 
ever in their judgment such employment is 
necessary.” Strictly speaking, that is the 
original rule, except that it was put the 
other way about—the pilots were to be 
taken ‘“‘only when necessary.” Besides, 
the General Order of 1881 declared thaf 
“commanding and navigating officers 
are expected to pilot their vessels under 
ordinary circumstances and when such 
duty is not specially difficult. Hereafter, 
upon all vouchers for payment of pilots, 
the commanding officer will certify that 
the services of a pilot were thought neces- 
sary, and that he did not consider himself 
justified in running hisship without.” The 
effect of this regulation was probably to 
make naval officers reluctant to take pilots, 
and this was presumably its intent. Now 
it is abolished, and altogether the spirit of 
the new rule is different from the old. The 
exercise of judgment is left free, and as its 
practical effect pilots will probably be 
taken rather more frequently. 

The question no doubt involves two 
opposite sets of considerations. The use of 
pilots to navigate war ships in and out of 
ports creates an extra expense which, with 
other things-equal, might as well be saved. 
But this is not the main point on that side 
of the case. It is argued that taking a 
ship in and out of harbor is one of the best 
means of training officers and men in the 
art of navigation, and that the employment 
of pilots to relieve officers of responsibility 
will injure the service. They should ac- 
custom themselves, it is said, to emergen- 
cies requiring self-reliance, coolness, and 
pluck in time of peace, in order that they 
may be better fitted for war. If a ship oc- 
casionally gets aground and requires 
to ,be hauled off by a tug, there may 
be a good lesson in the mishap. 
Very often the mishap is greatly 
magnified by sensational reports. Some 
professional pilots occasionally get ships 
aground, and af all events it is agreed that 
full opportunity should be given to officers 
to take oare of their ships under all circum- 
stances, so that they may navigate fear- 
lessly. Probably this idea of the value of 
requiring officers to learn all about the 
shoals and channels, at least of the Amer- 
ican seaboard, wasin the minds of former 
Seoretariés in making the regulations 
already refered to, and in discouraging 
officers from putting their vessels in charge 
of pilots except in extraordinary cases, 

But this is only one view of the question. 
A war ship is a very valuable piece of Gov- 
ernment property, and the commanding 
officer is responsible for its care and safety. 
It may be good training for him to run his 
ship aground, on the principle of learning 
“how not to doit,” and to have the dam- 
ages paid out of the Treasury; but itis 
rather expensive education for the Govern- 
ment. Itisa question whether an officer 
should take more risk with a valuable ves- 
sel in a harbor not perfectly familiar to 
him than he would if it were his own prop- 
erty. Local pilots are familiar, not only with 
the currents and eddies, but with changes 








effected by storms and by sunken obstruc- 
tions, and with the comings and goings 
of harbor craft and their habits. As to the 
question of cost,a good many pilot fees 
may be overbalanced by the losses from 
one grounding. This latter point has been 
made by the pilots of the country, who, 
through their associations and friends, 
have for a long time urged the Navy De- 
partment and Congress to change the regn- 
lations so as to give them more employment 
on vessels of thenavy. Indeed, it is under- 
stood that it was a study of the facts pre- 
sented by the pilots, coupled with two 
recent groundings of naval vessels, though 
they were of minor importance, that caused 
Secretary Tracy to issue the new order. 

What has practically been done is to put 
the whole question exactly where it be- 
longs. The revised rule does not relieve 
naval officers from an atom of responsibili- 
ty, nor does itinvite them to make any 
greater use of pilots than before. What it 
really does is to leave their judgment 
henceforth untrammeled, as it ought always 
to have been left. Officers will still be ex- 
pected to omit taking a pilot when familiar 
with the port, or when for other reason the 
employment of one is not necessary. They 
will still be expected to study their charts 
and the approaches to harbors, so that in 
case of necessity they could act as pilots. 
Some of them may understand the steering 
peculiarities of their vessels better than 
a new-comer, and of course the ultimate re- 
sponsibility, even with a pilot, is on the 
Captain. Naval officers are quite fond 
enough of keeping charge of their vessels, 
even with an inorease of responsibility. 
But hereafter they can feel that their judg- 
ment is entirely free, and that if they con- 
sider it necessary for the best interests of the 
Government to call a pilot, they can do so 
without being put on the defensive, as if 
they had done an act requiring special ex- 
planation, 











MISLEADING TITLES. 

There is, perhaps, nothing so misleading 
in this world as titles, whether they be 
conferred upon men, books, or things. As 
far as the titles of men are concerned they 
are more often misleading than not. Take 
the title of General, for instance. How 
many men have used this handle to their 
names for years, who are not only not Gen- 
erals, but who are utterly unfamiliar with 
the qualities which go to make even a high 
private a thing of beauty! These men are 
indigenous to the American soil, just as un- 
lordly Lords and unearly Earls are counted 
among the flora and fauna of England. 
In Europe unruly rulers are oftener met 
with than not. The head Admiral of the 
American Navy is only Rear Admiral, and 
the nearest approach we have to a full Gen- 
eral in this country is a Lieutenant Gen- 
eral. Thestaffs of the various Governors of 
our various States swarm with Captains, 
Colonels, and Generals who arein reality 
neither Generals, Colonels, nor Captains, 
and it would be impossible tothrow a brick 
into any gathering of Ohio people without 
hitting a Governor who never governed 
and who never will govern. The Majors 
who are unfamiliar with gunpowder are in 
the majority in Virginia, just as the poets 
who never wrote a line of poetry infest 
New-England. 

In literature, how many novelists we 
have whose work is not novel; how many 
humorists there are who write nothing 
that can be considered humorous even by 
their own families! 

The estimable gentleman who has charge 
of the Nation’s stamp counter is often 
called ‘‘ Honest John,” which is quite as 
misleading as the title of one of his fellows 
in the Cabinet, ‘‘Calico Charley.” Calico 
is a very useful, very modest commodity, 
and why it should be so outrageously mis- 
applied to Mr. Secretary FostTerR is past 
comprehension. 

In the household, aliens are called do- 
mestics, and in the restaurants it is the 
guest who is the waiter. In the world of 
manufacture and commerce plebeian per- 
sens who never work are dubbed Knights 
of Labor; walking delegates} so called, go 
about in carriages, and certain favored in- 
dividuals who are is no sense grand, who 
are masters of no trade, and who toil not 
are called ‘“* Grand Master Workmen.” 

To come from men to books, we find 
quite as many singular misapplications. 
There is a volume—and a fine work it is— 
called ‘“‘The Discovery of America by 
JOHN Fiske.” Much as this eminent his- 
torian and delightful master of English is 
to be admired, the publiccannot be brought 
to acknowledge its indebtedness to him for 
work accomplished by CoLumBus. A pop- 
ular periodical is known as ‘“‘ So and So’s 
New Monthly Magazine,” when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, it is the oldest magazine now 
published. An Englishman whose name is 
FARMER, and who writes like one, is re- 
sponsible for a book which he is pleased to 
term “ Americanisms,” made up toa con- 
siderable degree of what might better be 
called ‘‘ Victorian Vulgarisms,” and so on. 
The list stretches out to an almost endless 
extent, 

All men seem to be more or less infected 
by the disease—even so intelligent a man 
as Mr. ANDREW LANG is one of its victims, 
if the advertised title of a paper by him in 
& current magazine is a symptom of the 
malady. How Mr. LANG should have the 
temerity to write a paper called ‘‘ Homer 
by ANDREW LANG” is not clear. One 
might as well expect another essay on the 
subject of “Shakespeare by IGNaTIUs 
DoNNELLY.” Surely Mr. LANG cannot hope 
to deceive even Chicago in the matter of 
the authorship of Homer. Mr. EUGENE 
FIELD would effectually put a stop to that. 
He knows the truth, if the rest of Chicago 
does not. It is indeed a deplorable tend- 
ency, and counteracting influences should 
be set to work at once. If itis allowed to 
go on much longer people will begin to be- 
lieve that there are really as many patriots 
in the Republican Party asthe proprietor 
of Ophir Farm—which, by the way, is not 
a farm, but a palace—claims for it in his 
exquisite editorial articles on political sub- 


jects.

The opening of the Union Theological 
Seminary is an event that must attract the 
particular attention of men interested in 
the progress and welfare of the Presby- 
terian Church.

A formal or virtual exclusion of the 

graduates of the seminary who are imbued 

with its ideas from the Presbyterian min- 

istry threatens to leave that ministry a 

body rather select than numerous, 


BREIDENTHAL ARRESTED. 














HIS CONNECTION WITH A COMMUNE IN 
MEXICO, 


Topeka, Kan., Sept. 30.—J. W. Breidenthal, 
Chairman of the People’s Party State Central 
Committee, was arrested at Enterprise to-day 
on a complaint of the State Bank Examiner for 
doing an illegal banking business. There are 
other prominent men implicated whose arrests 
will follow. 

Mr. Breidenthal, as Secretary and acting 
Treasurer of the Eansas Sinalva Investment 


Company, has been collecting money for the 
Topolabampo colony in Mexico, located in the 
Btate of Sinalva. A. K. Owens of New-York, as 
head of the Crédit Foncier Company, issued a 
call for five and ten dollar contributions to aid 
in supporting the colonists, to buy feed and 
forage, in orferto enable them to complete a 
seven-mile canal on the company’s land, which 
is necessary before crops can be raised. 

The company has also been selling what it 
terms ‘‘ trustees’ serip,’’ bearing 10 per cent. in- 
terest, payable on call after ten days’ notice. 
The sum of $2,300 was thus raised in New-York 
by Owens, and the further sum of $2,500 in 
Illinois by Breidentbal. 

The further sum of $6,000 is thought to have 
been raised, and in doing so the officers of the 
company have violated the Kansas banking 
law. This transaction has brought to light the 
peculiar features of this colony devoted to 
Integral co-operation. The company receives 
the money for transmission and turns over to 
the colonists whatis known as Crédit Foncier 
scrip, which is the only money permitted to be 
used in this colony. The officers also send sup- 
plies from Enterprise, this State, which they 
sell for such prices as $13 a hundred for flour 
and 65 cents a pound for bacon. 

Another feature isthe ownership of all prop- 
erty there by the Kansas Sinalva Company and 
the contracting of all liabilities and the issuing 
of “money” by the Crédit Foncier, the latter 
company obtaining all the concessions from the 
Mexican Government. This colony, settled in 
Sinalva, Mexico, on Topolobampo Bay, is 200 
miles south of Guaymas, the nearest railroad 
station, with which there is monthly communi- 
cation by the company’s schooner. 

There are now some 550 Americans who bave 
cast off their allegiance to the United States 
Government and cast their lot on that barren 
coast. Bince the colony was founded, about 
eight years ago, there have been an agerogate of 
about 2,000 people assembled there, the great 
majority returning as destitute as before en- 
tering. 

They were compelled to exchange their money 
for ‘“‘serip,” the only money permitted to be 
used. There have been two famines, owing to 
continued drought, and now the third drought 
has visited that stricken land. No one knows 
the number of deaths in the colony since it was 
founded, but Mrs. Hope, who passed two years 
in what she termed exile, places tze whole num- 
ber at 400. 

Mr. Owen is nowin Mexico. Mr. C. B. Hoff- 
man, President of the Kansas company, has 
visited that country once a year, Mr. Brieden- 
thal has never been there, but has boen most 
active in forming colonies and sending them 
down there. These officers require the colon- 
ists to make all purchases of them, and to sell 
them all they have to sell,in order that this 
may be a real Commune in the purest sense. | 

Further developments are expected within a 
few days.

DESTROYED BY STORMS. 
“ Ps 
REPORTS OF HAVOC WROUGHT IN 
JAPAN—ACCIDENT AT A TEMPLE. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 30.—The Pacific Mail 


Company’s new steamship Peru arrived this 
evening, twenty-two days from Hongkong, via 
Yokohoma. She brings Japanese news up to 


Sept. 16. 

The gale which swept over Southern and 
Central Japan last month inflicting such ter- 
ribledamagein Tokushima Prefecture, also dev- 


astated Rinkin Islands. Reports from Okinawa 
give the following figures: Four hundred per- 
sons wero crushed to death, 22 missjng. Boats 
were blown out to sea, 23 houses were com- 
pletely overthrown, 1,500 were partially de- 
stroyed, and crops were greatly injured. 

The typhoon of Sept. 4 did much damage in 
Shizuoka, Aichi, and Gumwa Prefectures. At 
Homamatsu the Court House, achool, 62 dwell- 
ings, anda brick railway station were blown 
down and 10 persons were killed and many 
wounded. In Shizuoka Prefecture 800 dwell- 
ings were blown down or partially destroyed, 
6 Srid es were washed away, and 4 embank- 
ments broken; 7 houses were swept away and 
71 stores destroyed.

During a festival at Mom Temple, near Kobe, 
a terribie accident occurred.

While a dense 
crowd was ascending the steps a man at the top 
slipped, and in his fall brought down 30 people. 
Five were killed outright and others were terri- 
bly injured.

Repre- 
sentative Hook of Tennessee counts on three 
Republican Congressmen from hie State. 

1t is the Republican scheme to try to prevent 
the Democrats organizing the next House. To 
this end efforts will be made to elect all the 
third-party men in Northern districts where 
Republicans cannot be elected. In districts 
where the third party is solidly intrenched, 
Republicans will try to make combinations 
whereby they will agree to support the third- 
arty nominees for Congress in return for votes 
orthe Republicau Electoral ticket.

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WEAVERS WHO HAVE rt 
LEAVE THEIR Loos BECAUSE THEY 
COULD NOT MAKE a *SiVING—A 
SPECIMEN FALSEHOOb confRoNnrED 
BY PLAIN FATS AND FIGURES. 


Utica, N, Y., Sept. 30.—Attention has beon 
called by some of the Republican papers in this 
section to the cottom and woolen idustries of 
this city as furnishing ¢xamplesof great pros- 
perity under the Harrison Adminis:ration, and 
word comes tha$ Republican stump speakers 
at distant points sre making olaims of increased 
wages and additional workmén-in these manu- 
factories.

Investigation into the real tfuth of the matter 
not only shows that the Repubild 
not true, but that they have io 
whatever, and that the workmen of 
the two industries named In this vity;

New-York Mills ig @ suburb of Utfea and at 
that point three immekse cotton bloth manu- 
factories are situated. They ‘are ow ed priuct- 
pally by Messrs. Waleott & Campbell, who are 
English people. Qhey probably employ from 
1,000 to 1,300 mén”and wonieh fn their mills, 
and the weavers all work by the plece. These 
weavers were formérly paid 66 centa per “ out” 
of cloth, A “cut” contains fifty-three and one- 
half yards. Under that prieé each weaver at- 
tended four looms, and they were patd. a small 
premium when their cloth was free frém bliem- 
ishes and passed the inspector's handa as per- 
fect. Under this arrangement the weavers 
could average $45 per month, and tha careful 
ones would receive in addition a few shillings 
that would be paid in premiums for good work. 

Last Spring the proprietors putin force wliat 
is called the “ grading system,” thongh what ia 
graded besides wages is not known. They re- 


duced the price for weaving a “cut” of cloth 
from 66 cents to 55 cents, or 11 cents per 
“out,” and gave @ach weaver tlio privilaxe of 
attending six looms instead of four. ‘his they 
called araise in wages, because, they said, the 
weavers had a chance to make more clota. The 
truth is that very few weavers can attend six 
looms and make cloth that will be accepted. 
They also knocked off the system of premiums 
paid for good work, and instituted series of 
fines for imperfections in work. The result has 
been that those weavers who have tried to at- 
tend six looms have been called upon to pay 
Inany fines, as they had to slight their work, 
and the weavers declare that the few who in 
some manner manage to attend the six looms 
cannot make $45 per month-—the average wages 
under the old system before they were raised! 

The claim has also been set forth that there is 
® demand for help at the wills, intending there- 
by to provo thatthere are no idie men and 
women in this section. Itis true that tliere is, 
or has been, a demand for mill hands, ‘but when 
one comes to look for the cause a very poor 
argument for the Harrison Administration is 
found. A number of families that had been 
living at New-York Mills fora greatnumber of 
years found thatit was impossible to make a 
living under the “raise in wages,” and have 
sought work elsewhere. Some of the girls who 
were weaving there and found it was a physical 
impossibility to operate six looms, were forta- 
nate enough tv secure work in the shes manu- 
factories in Utica. They eould not make a living 
on four looms at the reduced price per * cut.” 

The *“‘demani for help” is now said to ba 
supplied by fifteen or twenty familiés of Hol- 
landers and several Russian Jews that have 
come to take the places of the Ameri¢an work- 
men heretofore employed and who have sought 
other occupations, 

To sum it all up, the weavers are making an 
average of about $6 per week. Teamsters and 
common laborers are paid from 90 cents to 
$1.12'% perday. Men who work thete deciare 
that under the Cleveland Administration thera 
was aready market for the cloth and the store- 
houses were empty. Now they say there are 
400 or 500 cases of the cloth on hand and a dull 
market. 

Less than s month ago Mr. Samrel R. Camp- 
bellofthe firm of Waloott & Campbell, in an 
interview published in a high-protevtion paper 
in New-York, spoke as follows: 

“ Although we have made no goeneral advance in 
wages by reason of the McKinley tariff, it is satfi- 
cientanswer to the free traders to show that we 
have not been compelled to reduce wages 43 a ile- 
fense against the sharp home com petitiun that exists 
Without the protection we have in the taritf 
from foreign competition American ootton tills 
would have to shut down or reduce the wages of 
their operatives to a level with foreign wagea. And 
then shirts and sheets would cost as much as thes 
do now, when Ameriean operatives are earning 
American wages.” 

In view of the real facts as shown aboye, it 
would not be surprising to learn that at least 
one of Peck’s correspondents was stationed at 
New-York Mills. . 

The Globe Woolen Mill, situated in this city 
has also adopted something of the same kind 
of tactics. About @ year ago between thirty 
and forty of the looms in this mill were stopped. 
At that time it was announced thatthe stoppage 
was temporary. They have not been started 
up yet, and there are no prospects that they 
willbe. Four yeara ago they were running fuil 
force, and the manager of the company declared 
thatif Cleveland was re-élected they would be 
obliged to cut down wages and possibly stop 
operations entirely, while if Harrison was 
elected wages would be increased and work 
would be plenty. The meu who have worked 
there have been looking for the increase, and 
the fellows thrown out of a job by the stopping 
of partof the looms are looking for work else 





here. 

The Globe Woolen Mills have also put intoo 
eration a system of arbitrary fines, and ths 
workmen have been on the verge of a strike 
ever since early last Spring. Not alone on this 
account, however, has there been discontent, 
but because the speed of the machinery was 
decreased to such an extent that men engaged 
in weaving by the piece, as all are, cannot 
make as much by 10 or 15 per cent. as they 
could when the machinery was being run at 
the higher speed. 

It may be possible that a few votes will be 
captured by Republicans in distant parts of 
this or adjoining States by the claim that cot- 
ton and woolen weavers in Utica have received 
an increase of wages and have all the work they 
want todo under the Hepublican Adminiatra- 
tion, but it is absolutely certainthat these votes 
will notcome from the men who ars going 
through the experience and are working in the 
mills. Four years agothey were watched, and 
voted under the mpwanas of bosses and agents. 
This year they will be protected by the voting 
booth.

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ALABAMA VERY DOUBTFUL 


EFFECT ON THE CAMPAIGN OF 
KOLB’S BITTER HOSTILITY. 


THE DEMOCRACY DIVIDED BY ONE 
MAN’S DISAPPOINTED AMBITION— HIS 
QUARREL TAKEN UP BY THE ALLI- 
ANCE—MAGEE’S VISIT AND BARGAIN- 
ING WITH THE FARMERS. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 30.—When I wrote 
afew days ago from North Carolina that the 
condition of things politically in that State was 
ons to give grave concern to Democrats, it 
seomed to be the only State in the South that 
could be regarded as at all doubtful. Nota 
hopelessly doubtful State, however, as was ex- 
plained, for with an excellent organization, 
voters thoroughly aroused, and all the gains be- 
ing made by the Democrats at the expense of 
the third party, the hope was justified that the 
Democratic Electoral vote in the State would be 
elested by a good but not large majority. 

As compared with Alabama, the situation in 
North Carolina ts one to inspire Democrats with 
cheerfulness. This State is dangerously doubtfal. 
That man would be rash who would to-day predict 
whether the Electoral vote will be cast for Cleve- 
land, Harrison, or Weaver. A stranger to the 
State may easily be exoused for inability, after 
@ necessarily superficial investigation of the 
situation, to base an opinion of the outcome 
upon the predictions of interested partisans. 
A man with predilections for se PCDocratio 
ticket must rely upon the assurances of the 
leading Democrats that the State will be for 
Cleveland inspite ofthe gloomy outlook, and 
that by hard work, such as Demoocrate never 


put forth in this State before in a national cam- 
aign, victory for Cleveland and Stevenson will 

© reported on Nov. 9. 

Nothing could be more wretched than the 
Demoeratic division here. It is deep, bitter, 
extensive, as divisions upon perso grounds 
may sometimes be. The fight in Alabama is 
nota national contest atall National issues 
are talked of, but incidentally only. The issue 
is really the State election of August, when 
Jones and Kolb, Demwoorat and Jetfersonian 
Demoorat, as EKolf calle himeelf, ran for Gov- 
ernor. Jones, acoording to the returns, was 
elected by about 11,000 majority. Kolb main- 
tains that he was elected by a majority of 
45,000, and that he was robbed of his election 
Dy systematic fraud. Charge ie met by coun- 
ter-charge, the Jones men . insisting that 
the Kolb men resorted to all sorts of 
means to increase the vote of the third- 
party candidate. Kolb, a man with a griev- 
ance, goes about insisting everywhere that he 
is the rightfully-elected Governor, and the men 
who voted for him, and who appear to be quite 
as much interested as he, and even more 
indignant at what they denounce as an in- 
famous crime against the white people of the 
tate, have lost sight of everything else in their 
eagerness to have # re-trial of the August elec- 
tion in November. 

Cleveland and Stevenson and the Congres- 
sional candidates in the State will suffer in con- 
sequence of this deplorable faction fight, in 
which the ruling impulse among the Kolb peo- 
ple is one of revenge. The hostility to Cleve- 
jand and the national wy oy od is senseless, 
and persistence in it may be fatal, as it is polit- 
ivally criminal. But noone who has not come 
in contact with these resentful Kolb men can 
appreciate the intensity of their determination 
to be “square” with the Jones Democracy, even 
though it be at the expense of Cleveland’s de- 
feat. Seeking for reasons to oppose the Jones 
men they have grown to be bitter 
opponents of everything that the Jones 
men approve. The Jones men were Cleveland 
men; they went to Chicago for Cleveland; they 
kept the Kolb delegation (which was for Hill) 
out of the convention. When Jones was elected, 
he telegraphed the fact to Cleveland, and the 
Kolb men are indignant because a telegram, 
purporting to be from Cleveland to Jones, con- 
gratulating the latter upon his election, was 
printed in the Alabama papera The hate of 
Jones by the Kolb men bas been extended to 
Cleveland and his friends. 

The very trst inquiry the stranger is impelled 
tof™ake is, Why was the quarrel not settled 
s0Me time ago, in view of the fact that a Presi- 
dential election was coming on? Ifyou make 
thatinguiry now, the answer is, at once, that 
the extent of the division was not understood or 
believed. ities perfectly plain that the Demo- 
crate who have maintained the fight for Jones 
were not disposed to be  conoiliatory, 
and that they discovered the danger 
alter the moment when wise political 
action would have deprived the oppo- 
sition of half its voting force. Kolb’s host, 
the Alliance of the State, the inaccessible 
farmers, men who read nothing that does not 
feed their prejudices, are just 80 many 
Kolbs, hot with rage at their defeat, or the* rob- 
bery”’ by which they say they were deprived of 
victory, and recklessly inditferent whether Har- 
rison be President and the Force bill a law, or 
whether Weaver be chosen. They are not much 
concerned about Weaver; they do not care 
mnuch about him. They denounce Jones and 
Cleveland because the Jones men are for Cleve- 
land, and they manifest savage delixht in con- 
templating the possible removal of Alabama 
Irom the list of Lemocratic States through this 
“revolution” and ‘“‘reform movement.” 

This comes about through the determination 
of koib to be Governor. Reuven F. Kolb is an 
Alabamian, from Eufaula originally, I believe, 
but now from Montgomery. He has always 
been a Democrat, and did not discover that the 
Democracy needed reforming until he became a 
candidate for office. When Cleveland was Pres- 
ident, Kolb asked to be made Postmaster of 
Eufaula. The people did not indicate their 
preference for him, and when the selection was 
made by a vote of the town another man was 
ebosen, As consolation, Gov. Seay made 
him Commissioner of Agriculture. There 
Was evidently a “bee in his bonnet,” 
for he soon after joined the Farmers’ 
Alliance, weut about from ledge to lodge, in- 
creased his acquaintance and his popularity 
by adding to the number of agricultural bulle- 
ting published and by a judicious cultivation of 
the idea that he was a representative agricultur- 
ist. Two years ago, when the State Conmven- 
tion assembled, Kolb bobbed up as a formidable 
candidate. He led all the rest, but he did not 
have votes enough to secure the nomination. 
The “organized Democracy” was against him, 
and they combined apon Thomas G. Jones, the 
candidate who had the least uumber of dele- 
gates to begin with. 

Kolb accepted his defeat in 1890 with re- 
luctance, and his earlier speeches for his o 
ponent in the convention were tinged with dis- 
eppointment. He extended bis acquaintance, 
however, by his campaign work, and did not 
forget his purpose. Kolb, by the way, is not 
a@dangerous man to look gt He isa man of 
average height, weighs probably 180 pounds, 
has gray hair and. mustache, dresses like a plain 
gentieoman, rather than a plain farmer, and 
seems to be reasonable until his grievance 
occurs to him, as it does nearly all the time. 
Then he gives one the impression that he is a 
Vain man, thathe ie ambitious, and that he is 
so carried away by his ambition that he has lost 
respect for acouracy of statements. His argu- 
ments are few and often repeated, and they are 
those of a man we ¢ in breadth of view, 
energy of intellect, and force. He is just the 
manto keep up the sortof fightsaheisin. As 
soon as Jones waseleoted, Kolb announced him- 
self asa candidate for the nomination at the 
next convention. 

Kolb’s next opportunity came just before the 
Chicage Convention. ‘The convention that 
named the delegates to Chicago nominated the 
Btate ticket and the Electors. The regular 
Democrats, who were for Cleveland, carried the 
convention. Kolb insisted then that he was 
treated badly, that unfair means were adopted 
to deprive him of a majority of the convention. 
Jones was renominated, a Cleveland delegation 
Was sent to Chicago, and “organized De- 
mocracy’”’ won the day. Kolb’s followers met 
in convention, nominated their men, sent a con- 
testing delegation to Chicago, and prepared to 
fight. It ought to be said right here that while 
the State Convention was in session, the Kolb 
men threw out a bid for a compromise. 
if the Jomes men had accepted it, Alabama 
would have sent a delegation to Chicago 
half for Hill and half for Cleveland, There 
Was no disposition to compromise. Jones's 
followers believed themselves invincible, and 
they were determined not to be controlled by a 
faction composed largely of men who were in & 
sccret order regulated by the decrees of men 
who were political bosses in everything except 
the name. The campaign that lasted from June 
until August was the hottest ever seen in Ala- 
bama. The Kolb orators denounced Jones and 
his supporters in good set terme. The Jones 
men, 02 theother hand, treated the Kolb people 
as traitors and boltera, in language that was 
plain enough, and not at all nice. 

The result of the olection was a surprise to 
the regular Democracy. The State has en 60 
one-sided, the Democrais bave had things 60 
completely their own way, that it was regarded 
a6 incredible that Kolb could have seoured half 
ofthe voters of the Btate. It is not disputed 
thathe was supported by a majority of the 
white Democrais and that his opponent was 
elected by the help of negroes in the black belt 
This fact is now alluded to by Kolb in every con- 
versation, and he constantly appeals to Als- 
bama to “ vindicate” bis title 4 the seat to 
which he was elected by a majority of the 
whites of Alabama. So concerned is Kolb for 
himself, as has been said, that he sinks Presi- 
dential contest, Congressional elections, every- 
thing involved, to keep in sight the re-trial of 

own case in August. © is not so much 
interested in secing Weaver or Harrison vic- 
torious as he is to be able to prove that Kolb 
should have been ciected. There ie no doubt 
about his hostiiity to Cleveland. Possibly that 
bas been nursed since the moment be neglected 
to make Mr. Ko’) the Postmaster at a. 

In the August contest there were but two 
tickets—tho solb ticket and the ticket headed 
by Jones. The Republicans made no nomina- 
Sion. Moet of the white Republicans voted for 
Kolb to beat “organized Democracy.” The 
negroes divided. And they had reason. Ala 
bama Kepublicaniem, «ince it began, has been 
composed of ofice-holding whites and negro 
Voters. Oceatiorally the negroes were te & 





whites, and the small patron 

of a littte oirole.

The 
Moseley-Parsons division was repaired and the 
negroes, under the leadership of William L 
Stevens, have made a new break in consequence 
of their dissatisfaction at the course of the Re- 
publican managers. 

A complication of the situation was added 
early in this month. “Chris” Magee of the Re- 
publican National Committee ap 
consulted with Internal Revenue Collector 
Moseley and other a blican bossos, had a se- 
eret meeting with Kolb, and then went over to 
Belma, where, in a room in the 8t James Hotel, 
he held a consultation with Republicans from 
different sections of the State. He was a 
stranger to Alabama and the men he met; they 
only knew Magee asa map who had been in- 
strumental in twice electing a Demoorsatic Gov- 
ernor in the Republican State of Pennsylvania. 
All that was decided upon at the conference 
was that Magee was to report return for 
further advice and information. He returned 
to this State, oddly enough, on the very day 
that the third party held its conventicn at 
Birmingham to adopt a platform, name Electors, 
nominate candidates for Congress, and hear 
Weaver talk. Onthe same day, too, the Mose- 
ley ——— were in session with represent 
atives of the Stevens, or biack Republican, 

arty, trying to reach some sort of understand- 

as to the conduct of the eampaign. 

he third-party convention took up Kolb’s 
evance and made itits own. Kolb, who had 
ad further conference with Magee, had un- 
doubtedly received assurances that the Repub- 
licans of the State would co-operate with the 
third party. So to give assurance of their as- 
sistance United States District Attorney Lewis 
E. Parsons, United States Marshal B. W. Walker, 
and other Republicans were present, and when 
an appeal was made for help to keep the Alli- 
ance Herald, the third-party paper here, from 
falling into the hands of the Sheriff, Parsons and 
Walker each contributed $50 forthe purpose. 
It was evidently a pledge, for the convention 
did not name the Electors until the list of names 
had been shown tothe Republicans, including 
Mages, and approved by them. The ticket was 
made the Alliance bosses, the convention 
having little to do except ratify it. Magee se- 
cured assurances that tive of the eleven Elect- 
ors should be Harrison men; six of them were 
to be for Weaver. If all eleven were needed to 
beat Cleveland, Weaver’s election being out of 

the question, Hayrison was to have thew ali. 

The Stevens or black party, having been ig- 
nored in all these a. broke off nego 
tiations with the white men, held a convention, 
named a Harrison and Reid Electoral ticket, and 
declared their opposition to an alliance with the 
third party. They have been obstinate sincs 
that time. They say thatthey will continue to 
be obstinate, and that they will not vote for the 
fusion Electors. As there is no other Repub- 
lican Electoral ticket except that named by the 
Stevens convention, the chances for thut ticket 
among the colored men are regarded as being 
better than the fusion ticket, with ite farmer 
oandidates, for whom the negro farmer has not a 
great deal of respect. KG D

WORK FOR A COURT OF INQUIRY. 


——_ 
FEATURES OF THE ACCIDENT ON THE 
CRUISER PHILADELPHIA, 


The arrival of the United States ship Phila- 
delphia at this port has brought to light a num- 
ber of statements regarding the recent accident 
on board the vessel while storming Fort Henry, 
near Baltimore, and, while it is the policy of 
the Philadelphia’s officers to treat the affair 
with the utmost secrecy, cnough has been di- 
vulged to make it appear that there is work 
abead for the court of inguiry appointed to 
look into the mishap. 

In loading the Philadelphia’s six-inch rifle a 
epark or some otherinflammable matter in the 
breech of the gun caused an explosion which 
seriously injured two of the ship’s crew and one 
officer, Lieut. Ackerman, besides giving several 
others severe shocks. The injured men were 
hastily taken ashore and leftat the hospital, 
where they are still confined, with equal 
chanoes for recovery. 

The Philadelphia hoisted her anchor soon 
after the men ware removed to the hospital and 
left Baltimore with such precipitate haste that 


one or two of the officers who were ashore on 

leave were left behind The news of the acoi- 

— was obtained through the hospital author- 
ties. 

It now appears that the accident came within 
an ace of blowing up the ship and ite entire 
complement. When the explosion took place, 
the chute leading to the magazine was open 
and oharges of powder were in course of pas- 
sage to the men on the deck. This chute lies im- 
mediately in the rear of the breech of the gun, 
and 80 close that particles of the ignited powder 
and the burning powder bag were driven down 
the chute and into the magazine proper. 

The powder division was in charge of Lieut. 
Frémont, who did all he could to suppress the 
disorder that resulted, but without avail. The 
men composing the powder division, with only 
two exceptions, fied precipitately. Fortunately 
there was no explosion, as the only powder that 

nited was not confined. Before-it could reach 
the copper cases of the projectiles stored on all 
sides, Lieut. Frémont and the faithtul two who 
remained extinguished the fire with buckets of 
water. 

In the meantime a dense volume of smoke 
poured out into the open air through the maga- 
zine chute, causing renewed excitement on 
deck, where the injured sailors were lying. This 
evidence of a conflagration in the magazine 
caused the several gun crews to run helter- 
skelter, and discipline for the moment was at 
an end. Order was restored when the smoke 
ceased and when the wounded men, whom many 
supposed to be dead, had been removed. 

lt happened that when the explosion ocourred 
a bag of the —— powder used in the six- 
inch gun was lying on the deck immediately be- 
hind the breech, and in direct line with thepar- 
ticles of burning powder and rags. This powder, 
or, rather, the bag which held it, caught one of 
the burniag fragments, and another explosion 
seemed imminent. At this juncture one of the 
men sprang turward, and before the powder 
had been reached by the tlame he had thrown 
the whole affair overboard. The excitement 
and confusion of the moment may best be 
understood from the fact that the Chaplain 
went forward, grasped the wun by the hand, 
and assured him that he had saved the vessel 
from a dreadful accident. 

Whatever elee may result from the court of 
inguiry appointed to investigate the accident, 
it is practically certain thut the ordnanve regu- 
lation prescribing a sponging of the gun after 
five shots have been fired will be abolished. 
The necessity of apongine the gun very much 
oftener than is prescribed by the authorities is 
ap nt in the fact that had a more frequent 
spomging taken place the accident on the Phila- 
delphia would not have occurred. A prominent 
naval officer to whom this subject was broached 
yosterday said that the gun fired with blank 
charges, as those on the Philadelphia were firea, 
should be sponged after each shot. 





Not a Schedule but a Principle. 
Exz-Secretary of the Treasury Charles & Fairchild, 
in thte week's Independent. 

The protectionist says, with strange incon- 
sistency: ‘* We do not wish protection against 
all countries; we do think that some things 


~~ be cheapened without muebh harm, sugar, 
rhaps; and so we will pass a law giving the 
resident power to declare reciprocity with 
some nations and under some conditions.” — 
The Demograt says: ‘If a little reciprocity 
is well, more is better; but that our merchants 
and farmers do not need to be taught by a 
President, however able a lawyer he may be, 
with whom it is best to trade, or what things it 
ie well to get cheap; leave them alone, and the 
combined wisdom of theiy experience will work 
out far better resulte than can any Congress, 
President, or governmental agency whatever.” 
It must not be supposed that the Democratic 
Party, if it comes into power, will not recognize 
existing conditions created by past tariff iaws, 
or will “seek to enlarge the atmosphere of 
we otherwise than by resistance to new en- 
croachments and by patient and statesmanlike 
endeavor to remove wherever practicable the 
restraints of regulation.” Such has been its 
course in the past, and such it will be in the fut- 
ure. All attewpts to create alarm iest changes 
be inconsiderately or violentiy made in tariff 
schedules are insincere and disingenuois; the 
Democratic Convention, like the Republiean, 
«did not adopt a schedule but a prinoiple.” 





New Brooklyn Literary Society. 

The literary society of the Brooklyn Young 
Men’s Christian Association has become in- 
volved in a dispute with the officers of the main 
organization, because they were informed that 
they must not diseuss politios or religion at 
their monthly debates,and have withdrawn 
from the association and formed the Lowell 
Literary Society.

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AT WORK IN WESTCHESTER

DEMOCRATS DISPLAYING UNUSUAL 
ENERGY, 


NO LONGER DOUBTFUL OF THE RESULT 
OF THE CAMPAIGN—YOUNG MEN TO 
THE FRONT—MR. CLEVELAND VERY 
POPULAR—CHANCES IN THE LEGIS- 
LATIVE DISTRICTS. 


Waite Pains, N. Y., Sept. 30.—Within the 
last two weeks a complete change has come 
over the spirits of the Democrats of Westches- 
ter County, und the gloom and despondency of 
a fortnight ago have been supplanted by a feel- 
ing of encouragement anda display of energy 
that give promise of producing the best of re- 
sultson election day. Oldtimers who were at 
aloss to account for the apathy that prevailed 
everywhere in the county are now much elated 
by the progress made during the last ten days, 
and assert that the campaign has started in 
dead earnest, and that from this time on till 
the polls close on election night there will be 
no lagging by the wayside, but that every man 
capable of joining the Democratic organization 
will be impressed into service. 

The campaign has been put in the hands of 
young men—active, pushing, tireless men— 
whose knowledge of the county, the methods of 
their Republican opponents, the manner of get- 
ting out a full registration and a full vote, is 
not surpassed by men who have seen longer 
service. Ona fair fightand a fair count West- 
chester is now relied upon for 1,500 majority, if 
not more, for Mr. Cleveland. 

Such well-informed politicians as Senator Mo- 
Clelland and coming Register Greaney predict 
that it will give the ticket 2,000, or 900 better 
thanin 1888. They figure that the big Demo- 
cratic successes in the Nation and State, the 
election of a Democratic House of Representa- 
tives in 1890 and a Democratic Legislature in 
1891, will be productive of many changes this 
Fall for the benefit of the Democratic ticket. 
Besides, Mr. Cleveland haa always been popular 
in this county. 

The Republicans are laying great stress upon 
Whitelaw Reid’s residence near White Plains as 
an evidence that the Republican vote will be 
larger and the Demoocratic plurality smaller 
than the Democratio politicians and statisti- 
cians imagine. As a matter of fact, Mr. Reid is 
not considered as a resident of the county. He 
made no pretensions to this honor until he was 
nominated at Chicago. As one of the best 
known men in his own party expressed it: 
“Naturally we are proud to have Mr. Reid as a 
neighbor. But in the literal sense of the word 
he is not a resident of our county, and the fact 


of his living there will not produce a change in 
a score of votes, in my judgment.” 

From indications that have come to the sur- 
face the Democrats are confident that the Re- 
publicans propose to plaster the county with 
money. Kepublican missionaries have been 
discovered in many of the towns of the county 
seeking the names of Democratic workers, and 
especially men who are familiar with the tloat- 
ing vote in their respective localities. At all 
the meetings held last week Republican spies 
were discovered sounding Democrats as to the 
capabilities of certain workers whose reputa- 
tions in the past have been somewhat shady. 

These are the only evidences that the Kepub- 
licaus have started in with any energy, for it is 
the common talk over Westohester that the 
venerable Chairman of the Kepublioan County 
Committee, Judge Willlam H. Kobertson, is not 
disturbing himself very much about politics. 

One man the Kepublicans keenly miss, whose 
services in the past led them to many a victory, 
whose popularity brought votes when all other 
resources failed, who understood the county, 
its inhabitants, its byways and intricacies bet- 
ter thau any politician living—Gen. James W. 
Husted. At no time in his life was his popular- 
ity so great or his influence so widespread as at 
the moment he was stricken at Minneapolis 
with the iliness that has now caused his death. 

After eight years of service in Congress, 
William G. Stahlnecker will retire on Maron 4, 
1893, and for the succession a three-cornered 
contest is under way between Henry Loomis 
Neilson, Assemblyman William Ryan, and Fran- 
ois Larkin, Jr. The man best fitted for the 
honor is unquestionably Mr. Neleon, who, aside 
from being a writer of force and ability, has 
made a brilliant reputation as President of the 
Village of New-Rochelle. For years he was the- 
correspondent of the Boston /ost at Washing- 
ton, and no man is better informed as to the ius 
and oute of Congressiona) life. 

As President of New-RKochelie, Mr. Nelson in- 
ocurred the animosity of certain politicians of 
influence for refusing to sign ordinances that 
smacked of jobbery. This, to-day, is the only 
argument heard against his candidacy. That 
he would prove to bce one of the ablest repre- 
sentatives the district Das had at the capital is 
not gainsaid, and thut heought to receive the 
nomination is conveded by his political oppo- 
nente, who admit that he will be a hard man to 
defeat. 

Mr. William Ryan of Portchester is supported 
in his Congressional aspirations by the politi- 
cians. He has served several torms in the As- 
sembly, and was regarded as a conscientious 
member. He wus faithful in the discharge of 
his duties, made few speeches, and was ambi- 
tious to co to the Senate. His Congressional 
nomination would therefore be a relief to 
tnose gentlemen who are planning for the Sen- 
atorial seat a year hence. 

The third candidate, Francia Larkin, Jr., is 
regarded as the perennial candidate of West- 
chester County. tyear he announced him- 
self as a Senatorial candidate, but was defeated 
by Mr. McClelland. He possesses some elements 
of strength, but 16 too vacillating to holda 
united party behind him. To quote one of the 
Democratic leaders: ‘Larkin does not know 
what he wants. What weakens him is his con- 
stant desire to be a candidate, to pose before 
the public, to have the people talk about him.” 

Under the new apportionment Westohester 
retains three representatives in the Assembly, 
and the Democrats are sanguine of electing two 
and hopeful of carrying the three districts. in 
the Kirst, or lower, Distriot, \homas K, lraser 
of Hastings will be renominated, and as his rec- 
ord in the last House was excellent he will have 
no trouble in winning again. 

In the Second, or eastern, District, ox-Sbheriff 
Frank G. Schirmer and Supervisor A. H. Morris 
are in the field. The latter is the son of John 
A. Morris, the wealthy tur(man, who is reported 
to be willing to contribute generously to the 
campaign fund in the event of his success in 
carrying the convention. 

In the Third, or upper, District, so long repre- 
sented by Gen. Husted, Joseph O. Miller, Gil- 
bert M. Todd, and W. kK. Thorne are after the 
Democratic nomination. 

In conversation with a TIMES reporter Sena- 
tor Charies P. McClelland said: “For the past 
tfteen years I have been actively engaged in 
politics in Westchester County, and the Demo- 
cratic organization has never in all those years 
been so well organized as it is to-day, nor has 
the outlook for party success ever Leen £0 
bright. There are no factional disputes, Lhe 
Democratic leaders in the respective districts 
are vying to see who can do the most effective 
work for the ticket. In all my experience I 
have never secon Dmg oy meetings so largely 
attended as were those held by the Democrats 
last week, and the enthusiasm 
bes within my recollection.” 

* Have you heard of any Democrats who will 
vote for Harrison?” Mr. McOleiland was asked. 

“Jt has been one of the objects of our Cam- 
paign Committee to ascertain from representa- 
tives fr om all over the county whether any ofour 


surpasses any- 





people had experienced a change of heart,” was 
the reply, “ but thus far we have not heard the 
name of a single citizen who bas heretofore 
been a Democrat who is opposed to the'ticket. 
On the contrary, a number of New-York busi- 
ness men who reside and vote in Westehester 
County, and who voted for Harrison in 1888, 
will this Fall vote for Cleveland and Stevenson. 
And the number is larger than you can imagine. 
One of the best indications’ I can see is that all 
the Democratic meetings have been splendidly 
attended and the speeches have all been en- 
thusiastically received, while the Republican 
meetings have been miserable fizzles.”’

The meeting was called to order by William

The committee also reported a statement of 
the political views of the club, which, with the 
usual by-laws, was promptly adopted.

CAUGHT BY ACCIDENT.

ARREST OF A MAN FOR MAILING GREEN- 
GOODS CIRCULARS. 


The green-goods men have again commenced 
active operations in this city. The Post Office 
Inspectors have been on the alert to detect 
them in their work for several days, and on 
Thursday night, owing to a curious accident, 


one of the green-goods men was arrested in the 
very act of mailing his circulars. 

Inspectors Jacobs, Brown, and Morris were 
standing in the Broadway corridor when a man 
walked up tothe mailing window and handed 
the clerk 5,000 envelopes, all bearing two-cent 
atamps. The clerk took the first parce! of en- 
velopes and placed a quantity ef them in the 
canceling machine while the man was untying 
his other parcels. 

The clerk crowded too many of the letters 
into the trough of the canceling machine, with 
the result that one envelope was jammed into 
the machinery, tearing the letter open. The 
clerk picked up the contents and saw ata 
glance that it was green-goods literature. He 

uietly signaled the Post Office Inspectors and 
the man was immediately arrested. He gave 
his nawe as Henry Gregory and said he lived at 
167 Allen Street. 

The letter which led to his arrest was ad- 
dressed to J. E. Campbell, Fosston, Minn. The 
ciroular was of the regulation type. The in- 
structions read:

$2,000 bail for examination Monday. He ad- 
mitted having mailed a previous lot, but de- 
clared that the envelopes were given him by 
man he did not know, at Sixth Avenue and 
Twenty-fourth Street, to take to the Post Oifice. 
The clerks in the Post Office say he has been 
there seven or eight times.

ONE OF MARTIN’S BIG JOBS

THE ANTI-PROHIBITION CAMPAIGN 
IN PHILADELPHIA. 


SUPPOSED TO HAVE MADE A FORTUNE 
OUT OF THE LIQUOR DEALERS—IT 
WAS PAY FOR DIRTY WORK DONE 
WHILE INTERNAL REVENUE COL- 
LECTOR—HE TURNED OVER THE 
G O P. 


The temperance people of Philadelphia and 
Pennsylvania have some vivid recollections of 
Mr. **‘ Dave” Martin’s peculiaractivities. Itwas 
a fearful shock to the trustful temperance and 
morality elementof the Republican Party in 
the Quaker City when President Harrison ap- 
pointed Mr. Martin Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue. 

One of the strongest arguments nsed in Har- 
rison’s behalf in 1888 was that he was a tem- 
perance man himself, and would use the Presi- 
dential office, if he should be elected, in a way 
that would be good in the sight of all men wish- 
ing to seo the political influence of the liquor 
power curbed. But when President Harrison 
came to select a man to administer the Federal 
liquor laws in the City of Philadelphia, he 
deemed it fitting to choose the most notorious 
and disreputable saloon politician and manipu- 
lator of the rum vote. That is what ‘‘ Dave” 
Martin has always been in Philadelphia since 
he attained prominence in the Republican or- 
ganization. The appointment of Martin to the 
Collectorship in the Spring of 1890 was one of 
the chief influences that contributed to produce 
the mighty revolt of conscientious men by 
which a Republican plurality of 80,000 in the 
State was wiped out and a Democratic Gov- 
ernor was elected in the Fall of that year. 

As a barroom politician in a smail way Dave 
Martin began his career, and as a boss of the 
rumshop vote in a very large way he has 
crowned it. Without principles or opinions of 
any respectable kind, it never ocourred to him 
thatas a Republican manager there was any- 
thing inoonsistent or indelicate or calculated 
to offend the sensibilities of good people in 
working the saloons at elections openly and 
shamelessly. 

On the 18th of June, 1889, a vote was taken 
throughout Pennsylvania on the question of a 
prohibition amendment to the Constitution of 
the State. The people of both parties were 
divided on the subject. It was the opinion of 
many of the most intelligent and best oitizens 
that prohibition would not promote the genuine 
interests of temperance or be a wise policy, and 
accordingly they opposed theamendment. But 
the formal campaign of the opposition was con- 
ducted by men of very distasteful individualities 
and associations—the worst men of the State, 
in fact. This aspect had such an effect upon 
public opinion that, although the amendment 
was overwhelmingly defeated in the State at 
large, it carried haif of the counties and received 
a very considerable majority outside the large 
cities. 

Thus in those parts of Pennsylvania where 
“slick” methods cut no special figure, public 
opinion was fairly divided. 

In view of this it seems astonishing indeed 
that in the City of Philadelphia only about 
25,000 votes were counted for the amendment, 
while the majority against it reached more than 
90,000. No other city of the State showed 
anything like such a preponderance of senti- 
ment. intelligent opponents of prohibition in 
Pennsylvania would be glad to forget the Phila- 
delphia record of that June day. iven if there 
were no evidence it must be plain to any one 
who stops to think—especially in view of the 
vote in the rest of the State, and in considera- 
tion of the strength of prohibition feeling at 
similar trials in other States—that the result 
was, to use a mild expression, a manufactured 
one. 

The truth is, it was one of the masterpieces, 
and perhaps the most remarkable masterpiece, of 
* Dave” Martin’s corrupt political practices. 
Martin was practically the leader of the anti- 
amendment campaign in Philadelphia, em- 

loy ed by the liquor dealers to deliver the solid 

epublican vote to them, and as much of the 
Democratic vote as he could control. Martin 
had an associate in this business, the late Lewis 
C. Cassidy. Mr. Cassidy was a lawyer and 
political leader of standing, a Democrat, and 
was Valuable agsan adviser and because of his 
personal weight. The fact has been developed 
by a lawsuit brought by his heirs that he was 
promised by the liquor men $10,000 for hie 
services in that contest. 

It has never been found out how much Martin 
received, but if hia associate, a mere lawyer 
and the representative of the minority politival 
party, was worth the sum of $10,000, surely 
the boss of the Republican organization, who 
did the dirty work, trust have gota muoh larger 
amount. 

Martin’s connection with that campaign was 
not only disgraceful to the Republican Party 
and to all who voted against prohibition for in- 
telligent reasons, but was a most scandalous 
violation of the spiritef the civil service law. 
He had just been uppointed by the President 
Collector of Internal Revenue for Philadelphia, 
an ottice whose chief function was the adminis- 
tration of the liquor statutesof the United 
States. Yet it is believed that he accepted a 

rincely fee from the saicon keepers, wholesale 
fiquor dealers, brewers, and distillersof his 
district—men with whom he was bound by law 
to deal in an impartial manner as a public offi- 


cer. 

The Philadeiphia Press stated on June 23, 
1889, that fully $1,000,000 was expended by 
the liquor men in their campaign against the 

rohibition amendment in Philadelphia. A 
arge part of this vastsum wae distributed by 
Martin to Duy votes and to contro! the election 
machinery. The entire election machinery of 
the city was in the hands of the foes of tho 
amendment. The work of receiving, counting, 
and canvassing the vote was wholly managed 
throughout the city by Martin's men. This was 
in pursuance of his whole political plan to win 
without any regard for appearances, fairness, 
or secrecy. 

The liquor dealers and brewers of Pennsyl- 
vania have since complained very bitterly of 
the selfish and savage conduct of the political 
strikers in the amendment contest of 1889. 
Martin and the men of his stamp, they say, re- 
garded the prohibitory election as a golden 
opportunity to fill their pockets out of the 
surplus savings of the ~~ men. 

Facts were given in Tue Times while the 
Pennsyivania prohibition fight was on, showing 
that a fund of $200,000 was raised from the 
brewers at the demand of Senator Quay for the 
use and benefit of his political friends. This 
was Quay’s price for working the Republican 
machine of the State to beut prohibition. Aside 
from lessers efforts in Ailegheny County and a 
few other centres, the work was concentrated 
in Philadelphia. There it was attended to as 
simply a problem of purchase and fraud by the 
moat export of Philadelphia vote dealers.

| aT WAS NEVER A SOCIAL QUES- 


TION, SAYS SENATOR IRBY, 


THE PEOPLE, DISGUSTED WITH THE 
RULE OF THE BOURBONS, ORGAN- 
IZED AND FINALLY DEFEATED THEIR 
OPPRESSORS — SOME INTERESTING 
PHASES OF THE STRUGGLE. 


LAvRENS, 8. ©., Sept. 30.—The article which 
appeared in THE TIMES some three weeks &K0, 
entitled “It Was a Social Revolt,” and dated 
from Charleston, this State, has been widely 
read throughout South Carolina, and has been 
the subject of much comment, particularly 
among intelligent farmers. The article purports 
te give what is characterized as the “true in- 

gwardness and spirit of Tillmanism.” It is said 
in criticism of the letter that “ Observer,” by 
whom it is signed, reasons from false premises, 
though it is confessed that the subjeot is so in- 
geniously handled that the indictment is of 
more than ordinary interest. THr TIMEs’s cor 
respondent recently had a talk with Senator 
Irby, who is made prominent by “Observer” 
among the social revolutionists. He was very 
willing to give his version of the question. 

The Senator’s statement is of special interest, 
ms he is a descendant of the bed-rock families of 
fouth Carolina, being closely related to the 
Barles and Thompsons, who, with his own peo- 
ple, are of revolutionary stock and have illue- 
trated the history ot thi@ State on the bench, at 
the bar, and in the fiel& Senator Irby, how- 
ever, dees not bank much on his ancestry or on 
anybody else’s ancestry as a sole considerstion 
for preferment and elevation, a favorite social 
maxim with him being that “arace horse that 
can’t run is a very poor piece of property.” 

“I propose to show,” said the Senator. “that there 

sno foundation whatever for the reasoning or argu- 
ment thatthe social question entered at all into the 
political revolution which culminated in the election 
of Tillman as Governor of South Carolina in 1890, 
First, as to the causes of the Tillman movement, 
a0 called. The political history of the State np to 
18¥0 shows that it was rul by an oligarchy of 
Which perhaps no Northern State can furnish an 6x- 
ample. This oligarchy bas been variously called the 
Ring. the Bourbons, and more recently, and quite 
appropriately, the ‘Conservatives,’ in the original 
meaning of the term. Under whatever name this 

régime was known, the voting people—the great 
majority of theom—saw some years ago that so far as 
the holding of offices was concerned, the Bourbons 
were a privileged class, which claimed high station 
and every station by an inalienable, divine right to 
rule. ‘This kind of government was a colonial 
relic, a system once necessary, perhaps, but which 
had outlived bya haif century its usefulness or ne- 
wessity. It might have been tolerated for many 
yearsafter 1390 but for certain issues which arose 
and which, carried to their logical and inevitable 
conclusion, brought about finaucial reforms, eco- 
nomic reforms, and swept away, with many Govern- 
mental abuses, the Bourbon as an ofllice-holding 
class. 

“Before the year 1890 the farmers had asked 
aheir rulers for an agricultural college. The request 
‘was denied, but even this was not the primary cause 
of the revolt. In my opinion, the true cause of the 
unrest which pervaded the State for some years be- 
od 1890 was a system of commercial extortion or 

egalized robbery of the farming and, in general, the 
poorer class by the money owners and money lend- 

in whatever form it was loaned to the people, 
whether by bankers, private usurers, or cotton 
factors. This system began as early as the close of 
the war, when the Confederate soldier came home to 
find that all was lost, both on the battlefield and his 
farm. In order to assist him in the struggle to re- 
store his fallen fortunes, to give him credit and 
standing in the commercial! world, the lien law was 
enacted. It was intended as a biessing, but becamea 
©uree so patent that in time the farming classes 
cried out against it as an infamous, though silent, 
oppressor. 

“Merchants and bankers charged outrageous 
rates of interest. With rates of 300 per cent. under 
the lien system and 50 per cent. charged by bankers 
and merchants, the farmer was taxed to death, cer- 
tainly to the point where forbearanee ceased to be a 
virtue, and where revolt was the remedy, both in 
law and equity. The farmers were growing poorer 
every day, and it was while the condition was about 
at its worst that Mr. Tillman, who had been 
through itallasa practical farmer, appeared above 
the horizon. He was afarmer who had become 
Dankrupt through the extortions of the system I 
have but mesa described. He found the people ripe 
for any reduction that would relieve them of their 

evous burdens. Tillman became a political factor 

1885, and one year afterward the farmers and 
their friends organized themselves to: correct the 
evils from which they suffered. In this movement 
for self protection the city merchant and the town 
merchant were naturally unpopular, a feeling which 
atill exists regardless of the social standing of the 
merchant, be he from city or country, town or cross- 


“That there was and is no social element in the 
movement may be, perhaps, most easily and con- 
clasively proved from the character of the leaders 
under whom the Farmers’ Association began to 
move as @ quasi-political body. The more prominent 
ot the leaders and charter members of the associa. 
tion were B. R. Tillman, J. E. Tindal, G. W. Shell, 
W. D. Evans, D. K. Norris, M. L. Donaldson, John 
3B. Bradley, T. J. Kirkiand, E. T. Stackhouse, Y J. 
Pope, Hugh Farley, W. T. C. Bates, J. A. sligh, 
Bampson Pope, Eugene B. Gury, John Gory 
BZvans, W. J. Taibert, W. A. Courtenay, Dr. 
Timmerman, and myself, These men enlisted in 
the cause of reform in 


the State Govern- 
ment and redress of the evils oppressing the 
farming classes. Those who know anything at 
all about the social history of South Carolina 
would never contend that all or any of the leaders 
J have named would have entered into a conspiracy 
Qo dethrone their own class asa class, or to pander 
to cCOmmunistic prejudice and passion as a means of 
gelf-destruction. Ihe leaders in most instances be- 
Jonge to what has been called the higher or highest 
goo'#i class in South Carolina, and they repre- 
sen ted the State from border to border, among them 
beiBg included some of the colonial ‘aristocracy’ 
of Beaufort, Georgetown, and Charleston. 

. The Tillman family ranks among the best in the 
prt: In 1885 Tillman made a speech before the 

uth Carolina Agricultural Society at Bennettville, 

which he advocated the building ofan agricultural 
IDjjege, in which the farmer boys could learn the 
C%ence of agriculture. He advised also the divorce 
®Cthe literary and agricultural departments of the 
of uth Carolina University, in which was an ‘an- 
80x’ for agricultural studies. The idea of the agri- 
Meitural college and the abolition of the ‘annex’ 
@Uere indorsed by every county in the State. In 
Ws86the farmers met, formed an association, and 
Plresented their claims in a memorial to the Legisiat- 
wre, which were almost indignantly refused. 

“This meeting was the largest ever held in this 
State, and was composed of representative farmers 
and the triends of tne association, lawyers, doctors, 
mechanics, and all other professions and vocations. 
In that year, after the rejection of their respectful 
claim, they tried to solidify their forces and elect a 
Governor in sympathy with them, but they failed 
Jor a reason not necessary to explain in this connec. 
tion. In 1888 they tried again, but failed again. They 
tried in pe pa to nominate Gen. Joseph E. Earle, 
@ Bourbon of the Bourbons, a fact which is its own 
commentary on that ‘social revolt’ in South Caro- 
lina and the ‘true inwardness of Tillmanism,’ and 
especially when it is stated that Tillman himseif 
worked sincerely and hard for the nomination of 
Earle. Gen. Earle was one of the opponents of Till- 
man on the stump in 1890. 

“ The farmers Of the State and those who favored 
the establishment of an agricultural college had, in 
my judgment, the best of reasons for their rebellion 
against the then existing political powers. Their 
demands were reasonable, and they had become ex- 
asperated by the failures to perform and bythe broken 
— and hollow assurances of the party leaders. 

ov. Richardson. who preceded Gov. Tillman, while 
pretending sympathy with the agricultural college 
idea, made no reference to itin his inaugural ad- 
dress, so that near the close of his last term the 
atorm burst, the revolution was on. The revolu- 
tioniste—not Socialiste or Anarchistse—were deter- 
mined to obtain redress. In the Spring of 1590 G. 
‘W. Shell. now Congressman from the Fourth Dis- 
trict, and then Chairman of the Farmers’ Associa- 

* tion, issued an address calling upon the farmers of 
the State to meet in convention to nominate canii- 
dates for State offices, to canvass the State and 
stand for nomination at the regular Democratic Con- 
vention in September. 

“Tillman was nominated by this convention in the 
Spring, or was ‘suggested,’ as the phrase went in 

t campaign. Gen. Joseph E. Karle and Gen. 
ohn Brotton made the canvass against him, but 
iliman swept the field and was nominated and

SUES HIS UNCLE FOR $350,000. 
—_——— 
HURLEY SAYS HIS FATHER’S SSTATR 
WAS ROBBED BY FORGERY. 


William 8. Hurley, a flour merchant at 36 
Wallabout Market, Brooklyn, is the plaintiff in 
& suit, soon to come upin the Bupreme Court, 
this city, in which he demands $350,000 from 
William Miles, his uncle, formerly the head of 
the Sixpenny Savings Bank. The action has 
grown out of an alleged forgery to a contract of 
the name of Mr. Hurley’s father, now dead. 

The elder Hurley was apartner of William 
Milesin the tannery business aslong ago as 
1857. The two men had married sisters, and 
they carried on their business, as relatives some- 
times do, in acarelessmanner. Mr. Hurley died 
in 1863, and his widow was given about $13,000 


out of the estate. This was all she supposed she 
was entitled to, and for twenty-five years she 
atruggied to raise her family. 

Recently her son, the plaintiff in this suit, 
who lives at 58 Jefferson Avenue, Brooklyn, 
learned that a piece of land near North Fourth 
Street was in the name of his mother and he be- 
ganan investigation which satisfied him that 
his father had died possessing an interest, 
through his firm, in much real estate. 

He alleges in his complaint that he visited his 
unole, William Miles, laid his discoveries before 
him, and demanded $20,000 in settlement, This 
sum, it is alleged, he received. 

Later searches disclosed the fact that just be- 
fore the financial crisis of 1857 the firm of Miles 
& Hurley had invested $100,000 in real estate, 
and that among the purchases were about 4,000 
lots in Cypress Hille Cemetery, now very valu- 
able. Some of the real estate was in this city, 
and it had all quadrupled in value since its pur- 
chase. 

Again, according to Mr. Hurley, he visited his 
uncle and demanded more money; the exact 
amount is said to have been $100,000, but he 
compromised for $40,000. On this occasion, he 
says, his uncle showed him a contract made in 
1861 with the elder Hurley, by which all the 
latter's interest in the firm’s real estate was 
transferred to Miles for $13,000, the sum paid 
to Mrs. Hurley at the time of her husband’s 
death, as representing all of Mr. Hurley’s in- 
terest. 

This contract young Mr. Hurley retained and 
on it he intends to base his present action. He 
has collected a quantity of old letters written 
by his father, has set expert penmen at work 
upon them, and says that he proposes to prove 
that his father's alleged signature to the trans- 
fer is a forgery. 

He also claims that his father’s will, by which 
William Miles and his brother, Jacob Miles, were 
made executors, was a forgery, on the ground 
that at the time it was dated his father was ina 
dying condition and incapable of making a dis- 
position of his property. 





CAPT. DORR INDIGNANT.

TRANSCRIPT OF AN ENTRY THAT HE 
MADE A FEW DAYS AGO. 


Capt. Dorr of the Dutoh steamship Prins 
Willem IL, which yesterday arrived from Haiti, 
has a story to tell which is outof the usua’ run 
of mariners’ yarns. He went tothe assistance 
of a vessel that had hoisted signals indicating 
thatthe crew was famished, to find that the 
epicurean skipper only wanted a few articles 
to replenish a comparatively full larder. 

After it was all over, Capt. Dorr began to 
think of the strange ways of modern sailors, 
and to get mad at thesametime. The more he 


thought about it,the madder he got. In this 
frame of mind he repaired to his cabin, took 
outhis stub pem,and in bold, black letters 
wrote across the shipmaster’s report his opin- 
ion of the transaction. This is what he said: 


* On Sept. 27, about 10 A. M., while in latitude 29° 
30’ north, longitude 73° 54’ west, sighted a schooner 
tiying two signal tiags, withiletter P of the interna- 
tional Signal Code uppermost. This being generally 
@ signal for ‘Pressing communication,’ changed 
course, and on nearing the schooner found signal to 
= 3 - H.’ which means ‘I want victuals—famine on 

oard.’ 

“ As soon as the signal was made out I caused such 
provisions to be got ready and brought up on deck 
a8 I thought famished people would be in need of. 

“When we stopped the engines the Captain and 
two men came alongsife and said that his vessel was 
five days outfrom Turk’s Island, bound for New- 
York, salt laden. When I asked him what was need. 
ed, he said he only wanted six tins of corned beef 
and a small quantity of salted meat. His other 
stores, he said, were plentifaL I gave what was re- 

uired and took his receipt. I did not say much to 
the Captain, as he seemed to be an old mau; but, re- 
membering the privations the old sailors had to un- 
dergo, { had my opinion of these ‘hearts of oak’ for 
luring a steamship out of her course for such an in- 
significant want.” 

The name of the schooner was not obtained. 
She showed the letters L RT, and hailed from 
Halifax. Capt. Dorr recomm@ided her to go 
there with a sea blessing on her head.

A THING WORTH KNOWING LEARNED 


IN JUDGE GILDERSLEEVE’S COURT. 


Henry Pressprich understands now that it is 
not @ wise thing to remark toa Judge that 
political considerations have swayed him in 
making adecision. He made such a remark to 
Judge Gildersieeve in the Superior Court yes- 
terday, and as a result came near going to Lud- 
low Street Jail and paying a fine. 

Mr. Prossprich is counsel for the plaintiff in a 
libel suit. Last Saturday the suit was on the 
general calendar,and wasset down for trial 


Oct. 3. Yesterday a representative of Platt & 
Bowers, counsel for the defendant, asked fora 
week's adjournment on account of the absence 
of Mr. Bowers, and Judge Gildersleeve granted 
it. 

Then Mr. Pressprich’s anger boiled over, and 
he said he thought the granting of the motion 
was a piece of political favoritism. For a mo- 
ment Judge Gildersleeve was too angry to 
speak. Then, in a cool and collected way, he 
started in to remind Mr. Pressprich of his school 
days. Firat he told him to ait down in hie chair 
and stay there, and he went on with the work 
of the court. By and by Mr. Pressprich want- 
ed to know if he could go home, or something to 
that effect, and Judge Gildersieeve toid him to 
keep right on sitting. 

He had never, the Judge said, been so insult- 
edincourt. For seventeen years he had been 
characterized for his fairness on the bench, and 
he did not intend to let such a remark pass un- 
heeded. If possible, he said, Mr. Pressprieh 
should be sent to Ludlow Street Jail and fined. 

An older lawyer told Mr. Pressprich that he 
Was young, and that the best thing he could do 
would be to apologize to the court. Mr. Press- 
prich took the hint and apologized, and Judge 
Gildersleeve granted him pardon and let him 
leave the court. 





6 Al Fickett of Bowery Bay Dead. 

“Al” Fickett, the boathouse keeper of Bow- 
ery Bay Beach, on Long Island Sound, died last 
Wednesday night. 

In 1875 Fickett went from Greenpoint, L. L, 
to Bowery Bay. He was a boat builder by trade 
and speedily ran up a ramshackle dook, at the 
end of which was an equally ramshackle shanty. 
In this shanty, however, was a bar, where beer 
was dispensed that took additional flavor from 
the curious surroundings. Fickett built some 
boats and bought others till he had quite a fleet, 
and then his prosperity began. e let out 
boats, sold excellent beer, and was invariabiy 

leasant to his numerous patrons, so that the 

ame of Fiokett’s boathouse grew and grew till 
it reached even to this city, and many a New- 
Yorker will probably be of the opinion with re- 
gard to Fickett’s death that Bowery Bay 
**might have better spared a better man.” 





Those Chinese Certificates, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The Department of 
Btate is informed by the Chinese Minister that 
there is nothing in the certificates found upon 
the Chinaman recently arrested in Detroit for 
being unlawfully in the United States to show 
that the society issuing them had such an ob- 
ject in view as the murder of the Emperor of 
China, nor was the society mentioned in the 
trial last year of persons connected with secret 
societies. Itfurtherappears that the persons 
tried were not natives of Kuang Tung, but of 
Hunan, from which place very few have emi- 
grated, and it is believed that the characters in 
the certifloates were printed by a foreign litho- 
graphio precess, not a Chinese one.

THE STATE WILL OFFER ONE 
AT A BARGAIN. 


THE LAST HOPE OF THE ONONDAGA 
' MANUFACTURER HAS VANISHED— 
THE RESERVATION RUN AT HEAVY 
Loss TO THE COMMONWEALTH—IN- 
TERVIEW WITH THOMAS G. ALVORD. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 30.—A. misapprehen- 
sion seems to exist as to the nature of the pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution of New- 
York State providing for the sale of the 
Onondaga salt reservation, or, rather, giving 
the Legislature permission to doso. For many 
years the local industry has been a constant 
drain upon the State Treasury. A deficit of 
$2,000 in 1882 and one of $30,000 in 1893 is 
the record against the reservation, and the au- 
thorities agree that there is no hope of ever 
putting the industry on its feet again. 

The last annual report of Chemist Francis 
Englehardt to the Legislature showed how com- 
petition from Warsaw, N. Y., Kansas, Michigan, 
Ohio, and Canada had made the State brine, 
weakened from infiltration, almost valueless. 
In this report Chemist Englebardt said: 

“ According to my brine table a brine of 70 degrees 
salometer strength (about the average strength on 
the reservation) will yield, per ton of coal, 46.3 
bushels of salt, while a saturated brine yields 77.26 
bushels. Here, then, is a difference in favor of sat- 
urated brine uf fully 33 per ceyt., (and this is borne 
outin actual workings of the two brines.) But let 
us suppose that the manufacturers using saturated 
brine make but 20 bushels more a ton of coal 
than our producers on the reservation, it means, 
in money value, the bushel taken at 5 cents, $1. 

“Toe overcome such advantages, neither method nor 
other facilities are capable of doing; hence, the salt 
industry of Onondaga has to succumb, and the large 
amount of money invested by the State of New- 
York and the manufacturers, which is no 
less than $8,000,000, must become in a 
short time a total loss. Now, if this were in- 
evitable; if there were nota remedy near gt hand, 
both the State and the manufacturer would submit 
to it; but since we have within our reach, namely, 
seventeen miles south of this reservation, an inex- 
haustible supply of the best kind of rock salt, which 
can furnish us with saturated brine for almost all 
tme to come, it wenld be, in =y onete. the true 
and only practical policy of the State to abandon all 
the wells on the reservation and make proper 
arrangements with the owners of the salt brine plant 
at Tully to obtain saturated brine from them, or sink 
wells there, and thus bring to our reservation a brine 
which will enable the manufacturers to make salt 
with a profit and the State to obtaina revenue, not 
— 6,000,000 bushele but from double that nunm- 

er.”’ 

This report, made in 1890, for a time gave re- 
newed vigor to the industry. Most of the solar 
salt yards began to use Tully brine, brought to 
the reservation by the Solvay process pipe 
line, either alone or by admixture with State 
brine. But the great expectations were not 
realized. It was soon found that Tully prine 
lacked some essential ingredients for the man- 
ufacture of coarse solar salt, the only grade in 
which Syracuse can compete. 

Repeated experiments failed to get better 
results, and the use of the brine was gradually 


discontinued. This season only one yard, the 
Cape Cod, has been using Tully brine, and the 
results have not been satisfactory. 

Thus the last hopeof the Onondaga salt manu- 
facturer hae vanished, and there is no longer 
any possibility of the State’s operating the salt 
reservation without going further and further 
behind each year. Yet the lessees of the coarse- 
sait lands are not half so badly off in the busi- 
ness as is the State, which must sell the reserva- 
tion to stop the drain upon the Treasury. Eut 
the coarse-salt lands are leased in perpetuity, 
and the State is ander obligations to furnish 
brine so long as the manufacturers use the lands 
for that purpose. The leases are not invali- 
dated by the constitutional amendment; hence 
those who possess them are in position to dio- 
tate terms to the State. 

The Hon. Thomas G. Alvord, “Old Salt” as 
he is familiarly known, summed up the sitna- 
tion in an interview with T'uze Times’s corre- 
spondent. He said: 

‘Last year there was an oversupply of salt 
made here, but the reservation ran behind 
$24,000 in spite ofthat. This yearthe State 
will fail to meet expenses by about $30,000. 


.There will be no opposition to the constitu- 


tional amendmentin any partof the State, for 
itis absolutely necessary that the State get rid 
of the property, if it has to giveitaway. There 
will be no money in it for the State in any 
event. A board of appraisers appointed by the 
Land Office will say what the land is worth, ana 
it cannot be auctioned off at less than the ap- 
praised price. 

“Yet the State will have to indemnify the 
lessees of the property in each case for their 
buildings, and in the case of the fine saltmakers, 
when they are actually manufacturing, the 
State will have to pay damages for the destruc- 
tion of their business. Where the blocks are 
deserted the value will be simply in the land. 
The leases on the fine-salt property are termi- 
nal, and most of them lapsed in 1589 and were 
not renewed. The buildings in use are worth 
about $3,500 to the acre, and the land onthe 
average would not bring that. In this case all 
the State can do will be to deed over the land to 
the owners of the blocks. 

“The coarse-salt makers with their perpetual 
leases are still better off Ky the amendment 
the Legislature will be empowered, not in- 
structed, to sell the lands; but should a bill 
pass the Legislature and be signed by the Gov- 
ernor authorizing the sale of the land, the solar- 
salt lessees will not allowa sale unless the 
Btate indemnify them for the buildings, which 
they value at more than the land. In short, 
they will compel the State to deed over the 
yards to them gratis orelse to maintain the 
reservation at the increasing loss. The State 
willmot be able even to sell the pumphouses 
and wells and the lands about them, for the 
leases provide that the State shall furnish 
brine so long as there is a demand forit. The 
demand may be made and the State compelled 
to furnish the brine. 

“The coarse-salt lands belonging to the State 
are about 500 acres. This does not comprise 
all of the land used for the manufacture of 
‘coarse salt. Many of the yards include some 
private property. I have about twenty acres in 
tee simple my yard; my next neighbor has 
about forty, and so all through. The Empire 
Coarse Salt Com "8 yard is entirely upon 
private land. There are not over 125 acres in 
all of State property not used for the making of 
coarse salt, and most of that—abont sixty acres 
—is on the lake shore, around the wells and 
pum phouses. 

“ Of the whole tract of coarse-salt lands, abont 
100 acres, or’ one-seventh, lies within the city 
limits, and much of it would be of great value 
for building or manufacturing sites. The rest 
ofitisin the towns of Geddes, Liverpool, and 
Camillus, and is worth no more than the sur- 
rounding land—about $50 to $200 an acre. The 
coarse-salt people cam, as I said, prevent the 
State from selling the lands. But I think they 
will all do the fair thing. 

“A great deal of the land has already been 
condemned, appraised, and sold under a law 
— when I was in the Legislature in 1874, 

ut not halfas much as ought to have been 
sold. It will be no small undertaking for 
the State to sell all this property, for the leases 
are peculiar and some very serious questions of 
damages are involved. It willtake somé hard 
work to straighten the matter out satisfactorily 
to everybody.”

and $75 a week alimony. Mrs. Kissick alleges 
that her husband treated her with great cruel- 
ty. threatening to kill her and her son, and 
chased her about the house with a knife, and 
that his conduct at one time attracted the atten- 
tion of the police. 

Mr. Kissick denied all these charges and de- 
cision was reserved.

AN EXHIBIT FOR FARMERS, 


—_~—>——— 
AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT'S 
SHARE IN THE CHICAGO FAIR. 


WASHINGTON, Sept.’ 30.—Preparations aro 
actively in progress in all of the executive de- 
partments for the Government exhibit at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition in Chicago, and 
it is now evident that this exhibit will be finer 
and better, fuller and more scientifically ar- 
ranged than any one ever heretofore made. 

Of the $1,000,000 (exclusive of $400,000 for 
the building) appropriated or to be appropri- 
ated, the Agricultural Department and the 
Smithsonian [Institution get the largest share, 
with $150,000 each; the Fish Commission, 
$100,000, and the War and Navy Departments, 
each $140,000. The first three names will fur- 
nish the “show” features of the exhibit. 

The Agricultural Department has the prepara- 
tion of its exhibit fairly well under way. It 


will be an attractive exhibit. The whole of the 
United States and its products will be spread 
out in miniature before the visitor, and he will 
have an opportunity to see not only all varieties 
of products, but also the insects and the germs 
which rob the farmer of the fruits of his toil. 
Tne Bureau of Animal Industry will show, by 
models made from life, the ee of 
animals diseased. Ona huge globe there will 
be a map of the course of pleuro-pneumonia, 
showing whence it started, where it spread, 
where it ts in existence, and the manuer in 
which it was finally cornered and stamped out 
in this country. ethods of treatment will also 
peshown. The system of meat inspection will 
be shown for the benefit of foreigners who have 
recently opened their ports to Ainerican meats. 
Steamship and railway models will illustrate 
the advance made in the care of live stock in 
transit. This bureau will have a laboratory at 
work, and the man who reads about the germ 
theory will see how the germs are cultivated. 

The entomological division will exhibit the 
little insects which cause s0 much destruction. 
In one glass case will be a potato vine, with the 
bugs on it at work.’ There will be a cotton 
plant, with its white bollopened and shedding, 
against a fresh green cornstalk on which an in- 
sect is at work. it has been discovered that the 
same insect pays attention to the cotton plant 
and the cornstalk, and as it prefers corn fodder 
to cotton, that fact is illustrated in order that 
farmers mar. if they choose, offer up ® corn sac- 
ritice in their fields on the altur of a safe cotton 
crop. One of the best and finest figures yet an- 
nounced shews a clover tield with red blossoms, 
on which the clover fly has begun work. The 
appearance and effect of other insects are faith- 
fully shown. 

The grain, fruit, and other sections will make 
a tine display, so arranged as to give the great- 
est amount of information. It is expected that 
this display will to some extent result in ex- 

erimentation and cultivation of new varieties 

n various localities. For instance, a collee- 

tion of Ben Davis apples has been made in tig- 
ure work, and, by labels giving the place of 
production, the effect of climate on this and on 
other varieties will be shown. In wheat there 
are 2,500 samples; oats, 2,000; corn, 2,000; 
buckwheat, 300; rye, 500; barley, 400, and of 
other grains 1,000. 

The ornithological department will be gay in 
color, with stuffed birds and small animals from 
all parts of the United States. The old contro- 
versy over the English sparrow is revived in 
the tigures shown in one case. On a green grass 
plot, studded with dandelions, are a robin with 
a worm in its mouth and two sparrows close by 
ready to rob robin of his breakiast. It will bea 
pictorial appeal to the multitude to answer 
whether they wish to keep the sparrow or our 
native song birds. Above this scene hangs a 
fragraut pink peach bough, on which the spar- 
row is at work to the destruction of the grow- 
ers’ prospects for pocket money. Death’s Val- 
ley in Nevada may be seen in this collection. 
Dr. Merriam spent some time there recently. 
Beveral fac simile models of it have been made, 
with the little mice and other small animals 
that constitute the sole life of this region of 
horror. 

The forestry division will have an interesting 
exhibit of the woods of America, admirably ar- 
ranged. Asa partof this exnibit there will be 
from different parts of the world a collection of 
metal ties for railroads, complaint having been 
made that the use of wooden ties is denuding 
the country of its forests. 

In the botanical division Dr. Evans has col- 
lected all the various grasses of the West. ‘The 
buffalo grasses and various cacti of the arid 
regions will be exhibited. 

In the chemioal laboratory tests will be made 
and the methods of food adulteration shown. 

John M. kstes of Stoughton, Wis., is in charge 
of the tobacco exhibit, which will inelude 
models of various styles of tobacco barns. 

A collection of plows has been accumulated, 
and at least two of them date back to the seven- 
teenth century. 

Edward A. Green, the Philadelphia expert, 
and John T. Rich, now running for Governor of 
Michigan, have charge of the wool exhibit, 
which will be large and complete, as will also be 
the cotton exhibit, in charge of Aijifred B. 
Shepardson and the fibre exhibit, in charge of 
Mr. Dodge. 


AGAINST CRICAGO GAS TRUST.

THOMAS H. MARTIN FILES A BILL FOR 
A RECEIVER. 


CuicaGo, Sept. 30.—A demand has finally 
been made for the appointment of a receiver 
for the Chicago Gas Truet. In the Cirouit Court 
to-day Thomas H. Martin tiled a long bill 
against the Chicago Gaslight and Coke Com- 
pany, the People’s Gaslight and Coke Company, 
the Consumers’ Gas Company, the Equitable 
Gaslight and Fuel Oompaay, the Hyde Park 
Gas Company, the Lake Gas Company, the 
Chicago Gas Company, and the Fidelity [nsur- 
anoe Trust and Safe Deposit Company of Phila- 
delphia. 

The court is asked to appoint a receiver for 
these companies, whose duty it sha:l be to take 


possession of all the assets, franchises, and 
privileges belonging to the various concerns 
and continue to manufacture gas under the di- 
rection of the court. Also to enjoin the Fidel- 
ity Insurance Trust and Safe Deposit Company 
from acting as Trastee under contracts execut- 
ed May 15, 1887, and March 22, 1890, under 
which the companies were consolidated. The 
court is further asked to cancel the stocks held 
under these contracts and to place them in the 
hands of areceiver. Meanwhile an injunction 
is sought to restrain any disposition of the 
stock. 

The bill sets forth the organization of the 
Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company and 
Says that it has received subscriptions to the 
oapital stock tothe amount of $4,984,200, for 
which the company issued stook. The People’s 
Gaslight and Coke Company received subsorip- 
tions for $4,000,000 and.assued 40,000 shares of 
stock. The Consumers’ Gas Company has a 
capital of $300,000, divided into shares of 
$1,000 each. The capital of the Equitable Com- 
pany is $3,000,000 and thatoft the Hyde Park 
Company $300,000. Then is related the history 
of the organization of the Chicago Gas Trust 
Company, with a capital of $25,000,000,- with 
the object of building and maintaining gas 
works, and with the further object of leasing or 
operating other plants. 

Allegations are made that the Chicago Gas 
Trust Company did not intend to carry out the 
object of its incorporation, except to control 
other corporations in the same kind of businesa. 
On the ovntrars, it is said that the vompany 
conspired with the officers of the other conceras 
with the design only to control a majority of the 
shares of stock in the six companies. It was for 
the purpose of aapermeing competition be- 
tween them, it is alleged, and to destroy their 
diversity of interest, and to build up a monopoly 
in the manufacture and sale of gas within the 
City of Chicago and to increase the price of gas 
to the consumer under a pretended authority 
conferred upon the Chicago Gas Trust Company 
in the second clause of incorporation. 

Martin, in his bill, says that he is a stock- 
holder owning several shares of the Philadel- 
phia company, each share of which represents 
one two-hundred-and-fifty-thousandth part of 
an interest in all the companies cumposing the 
trust. 

No receiver has yet been appointed or injunc- 
tion issued. 

Secretary C. K. Wooster of the Gas Trust said

SPRINGER AFTER JUSTICE

THE PARTISAN WOOL CIRCULAR 
FULLY EXPOSED. 


THE COXGRESSMAN OBJECTS TO BEING 
CONSIDERED A TYRO, AND SUBMITS 
PROOFS—HOW THE CROOKED FIG- 
URES GIVEN OUT BY THE REPUB- 
LICANS WERE OBTAINED. 


De Kas, Ill, Sept. 30.—Representative 
Springer of Mlinois, Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, addressed a large audi- 
ence at this place to-day. He replitd to the in- 
terview of Mr. Justice, a member of the firm of 
Justice, Bateman & Co., wool dealers, of Phila- 
delphia. Mr. Springer said: 


“Inaspeech at Jacksonville, Ill., laet Tuesday, I 
took occasion to expose the partisan character of 
Certain so-called trade circulars issued by Justice 
Bateman & Co., wool and commission merchants of 
Philadelphia. I pointed out the fact that this firm 
had in its vircular of July 20, 1892, published figures 
which purported to give the price of wool of the 
same grade and condition in London and in the 
United States during the past tweuty-tive years, the 
time covere by our high protective tariff on wool, 
and that these tigures showed that American wool 
was worth 51 per cent. more on the average than the 
same grade of wool was worth in London. 

“This statement { then pronounced was without 
foundation in fact, and thai it was made for political 
aud partisau purposes. | stated at Jacksonville 
and | repeat that the official statistics furnished the 
Committee ot Ways anii Means during the last ses- 
sion by the Republican olticiais of the Government 
showeil that the same grade aud condiiiun of wool in 
the United States had sold tor more than a quarter 
of& cent a puuud less on the average in the United 
States during the past twenty-five years than in 
Loudon. 

“Mr. Justice, a member of this firm, has been 
given @ large space in the press reports—of which I 
do not complaiu—in order to refute my statement. 
He says the quotations tor dumestic wool which he 
used ‘are taken from Mr. Springer’s own report of 
the Ways and Means Committee to the House of 
Representatives, (see Page 34, Report No. 501.) ’ 

“This statement is true as to the quotations of 
American wool. Those given in Mr. Justice’s table 
are substantially the same as those iu my report. 
But the quotations with which these tigures are com- 
pared are not taken from my report, but they are 
compared with quotations furnished by that firm 
apd not irom apy otfticial source. 

“ Now, 1 charge that on ihe face of the table of 
statistics which this tirm has published it appears 
that a Comparison is male, first, between currency 
prices inthe United States and gold prices in ku- 
rope, and that «iuriug ten years of this time our cur- 
reucy was depreciated at one time as high as 30 per 
cent.. and secon, that the American wool quoted 
was wa-hed wool, while the Australasian wooi quot- 
ed anu comparedin price was New-Zealand cross- 
bred woolin the grease, and not only in tie grease, 
butor au inferior quailty as compared with the 
AlmericaD wool quoted. 

*“7he tariffon wool in the grease is 11 cents a 
pound and washeil 22 cents and scoured 33 cents, 
which shows that the legal ratio of value is that 
washed wool is worth 3% per cent. more tian wool in 
the grease. Notwithstanding these facts, this tirm 
or wool dealers publishesa statement comparing 
American washed wool at currevey prices in this 
counury with Australasian wool, in the grease, oi in- 
terior quality, at gold prices in London. 

“Mr. Justice is pleased to state that [ do not know 
thedilference between the value ofscoured and greasy 
wovols. Untortunateiy for Mr. Justice, I do knew 
this difference, and he knows it also, but assumes 
that those without practical experience or knowl. 
edge of the subject, as he charges that I am, will not 
discover the fraud, as itisjpracticed by the compari- 
son of washed wool with wool in the grease. 

“Heturther says that I have procure: my infor- 
mation from sources as uninformed on the teclinical 
points as Tam myself. This is a refiection upon the 
integrity and capability of the officials of the Gov- 
erninent from whom I obtained my information. 
They were acting upon the responsibitity of sworn 
ofticers, and, although Republicans and protection- 
ists andin favor of maintaining the high tarilf on 
wool, they could not aftord to furnish false statistics 
—even for partisan purposes. 

“On the subject of shoddy Mr. Justice is evasive, 
and fails to state the whole truth, ‘Che bill which | 
introduced, and which passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives during the iast session, placed all wools 
on the free list and puta tariff of 25 per cent. on 
shoddy. The McKinley bill taxed scoured wool 33 
cents a pound, and shoddy, which is in the condi- 
tion of scoured wool, 20 centsa pound. Now, if my 
bill should become the law, wool would be free and 
shoddy would be taxed 25 per cent. 

“ Are our manufacturers so auxious to use shoddy 
that they woulda pay 245 per cent. tariff on it, when 
they could get pure wool without paying any tariff 
whatever! But the anxiety about shoddy is for the 
protection of the American shoddy mills against 
competition with shoddy made abroad. 

‘Sixty-one million pounds of shoddy were con- 
sumed in 1890in the manufacture of woolen goods 
in the United States, and this amount hai a cloth. 
producing capability equal to the wool product of 
nearly 30,000,000 sheep. It is high protection on 
wool that stimulates shoddy production and con. 
sumption in this country. 

* according to the census report in 1890, American 
woolen goods contained only 45 parts of pure wool 
to 55 parts of cetton, shoddy, and other adulterants. 
In some remarks I submitted to the House of Kepre- 
sentatives on April 4 last, I explained fully the con- 
ditions which caused prices of wool in this country 
to be less than the same quality of wool sold in 
London. That speech is published in my book on 
tariff reform, Pages 373 to 381. 

‘**In that speech I pointed out all the circum- 
atances which oaused wool to be depressed in price 
in this country by reason of the high tariff on wool 
and woolen goods. I endeavored to establish the 
fact that free wool and arevenue tari’ on woolen 
goods were in the interest of the wool grower as 
well as the wool manuiacturer, and that this policy 
was especially in the interest of the American cou- 
sumer. 

“It was clearly demonstrated that the experience 
of the past quarter of a century of high protective 
tariffs on wool and woolen goods has proved the 
policy to be disastrous to the wool grower, disastrous 
to the wool manufacturer, and “disastrous to tie 
American consumer.” 





STRUCK A DERELICT. 
THE MASSILIA HAS A NARROW ESCAPE 
IN MID-OCEAN. 


The Fabre Line steamship Massilia, which ar- 
rived yesterday from Mediterranean ports, was 
in collision with a derelict in mid-Atlantic A 
gianee at the last pilot chart of the North At- 
lantic will show that what mariners oall the 
‘Western Ocean” is pretty thickly strewn with 


these drifting menaces to navigation, and the 
wonder is that such reports as was brought by 
the Massilia are not more frequent. 

With 476 steerage passengers on board the 
Massilia sailed from Marseilles Sept. 8 and from 
Naples five days later.

While pushing her way through the darkness 
that night the vessel suddenly careened from a 
glancing blow of the stem, which struck a half 
submerged object. The engines were stopped 
and an examination of the bow was made, Capt. 
Verries says in his report that only one of the 
plates was found to be injured. 

What caused the injury was the wreck of a 
large vessel, which was floating keel up and 
almost awash. Its exact location is given as 
longitude 45° 15’, latitude 36° 53’. It is very 
near the sailing route to the equator, and sail- 
ing vessels going over that course will do well to 
keep a sharp lookout for the wreck. 

It would be hard totell which wreek this is. 
Several have been reported in that locality; 
among others that famous wanderer of the seas, 
Wyer G. Sargent. Other dereliets which have 
been seen in that latitude are the Henry Wad- 
dington and the Fannie K. Walston. 

The Massilia was detained in Quarantine. At 
the office of the agents it was said last evening 
that the exact amountof damage sustained by 
the Massilia was unknown, as the Captain’s re- 
port of the matter had not then been received.

HE WIEL BUILD THE sSCHOOLHOUSE 
IN WEST FORTY-SIXTH STREET. 


The Public School Trustees for the Twenty- 
second Ward opened bids yssterday morning 
for erecting the new grammar school building 
on the south side of Forty-sixth Street, 200 feet 
west of Sixth Avenue. The bids, fifteen in num- 
ber, were as follows:

The main entrance 
will be in the centre of the ground floor, with 
two entrances on either side for maie and fe- 
male pupils. There will be four full stories and 
& fifth story under a mansard roof. The etyle of 
the architecture will be in Romanesque de- 
signs, with rounded corners and arched win- 
dows. Stone and iron will bethe materials, 
with the exception of the floors, window sills, 
and doorways. Thetaira for the pupils will be 
fire-proof. The ventilation and sanitary ar- 
rangements will be of the latest and most com- 
plete designs. The heating apparatus will be so 
arrauged as to aid in the ventilation, and there 
will be no draughts to endanger the health of the 
pupils. 

The details have not yet been fixed upon, but 
there will be special roows for teachers on each 
floor, Principal's offices, and classroom requi- 
sites of every description. All the olassrooms 
will be flooded with light. It will take a year to 
tinish the bullding.
